The  general  plan  of  the  Blue  Books  involves  marking 
out  the  United  States  into  seven  territorial  divisions  (see 
folded  map,  416-417),  each  covered  by  a volume,  which 
in  turn  is  subdivided  into  lesser  territorial  sections,  named 
after  important  cities,  or  “route  centers. 

The  full  value  of  the  Blue  Book  is  secured  only  by  a 
thorough  understanding  of  its  scheme  or  plan  of  refer- 
ence. Before  starting  on  a tour  give  ten  minutes  car  etui 
study  to  the  following  directions  and  your  way  will  be 
made  plain.  

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS  USED 
IN  TEXT  OF  ROUTES 

See  Graphic  Examples^  on  l3 ages  8 and  9 

A fork — where  two  roads  diverge  at  less  than  a right 
angle. 

Cross-roads  or  4-corners — where  two  roads  cross. 
3-Corners — where  three  roads  join  at  about  equal  angles. 
A right-  or  left-hand  road— leaves  the  straight  road  at 
about  a right  angle. 

Keep  right — avoid  any  tendency  to  turn  left. 

Bear  right — turn  slightly  to  right,  as  at  a fork. 

Turn  square  right — to  turn  a right  angle  (90  degrees)  to 
right. 

Turn  sharp  right — to  turn  more  than  a right  angle  to 
right  or  slightly  backward. 

Jog  right  and  left — turn  to  right  and  an  immediate  turn 
to  left. 

Cross  RR. — cross  tracks  at  same  level  with  road,  grade 
crossing. 

Over  RR.  Bridge — above  tracks  on  bridge,  sometimes 
called  “overhead  crossing.” 

Under  RR. — railroad  is  above  highway  on  bridge.  Some- 
times called  “RR.  underpass.”

Speedometer  Equipment — Important — Few  motorists  realize  the  im- 
portance of  an  instrument  which  will  readily  allow  setting  the  trip 
mileage  to  any  desired  figure  quickly.  In  driving  over  known  routes 
very  little  attention  is  paid  to  the  odometer  mileages  at  various  turns, 
but  in  following  written  directions  where  mileages  are  of  great  im- 
portance in  identifying  the  proper  turn,  it  is  essential  to  not  only  be 
able  to  read  easily  the  trip  mileage,  but  to  have  a re-set  which  can  be 
turned  quickly  in  either  direction  to  correspond  with  the  given  mileage 
in  any  piece  of  route  matter,  in  order  that  the  motorist  following  the 
route  may  have  his  odometer  coincide  with  the  route  mileage  at  all 
times. 

A great  many  times  it  is  convenient  for  the  Blue  Book  user  to  take  up 
a Blue  Book  route  at  some  intermediate  point  that  is  not  at  the  zero 
point  and  if  the  odometer  cannot  be  set  to  conform  to  the  text  mileage 
then  a great  deal  of  inconvenience  is  encountered  in  mental  arithme- 
tic to  find  out  the  proper  mileages. 

Great  care  is  taken  to  have  the  speedometer  equipment  on  all  Blue 
Book  scout  cars  carefully  checked  over  a measured  distance,  but  it 
often  happens  that  another  car,  or  even  the  same  car,  cannot  travel  a 
100  mile  route  and  check  exactly  a second  time.  This  apparent  in- 
accuracy is  due  to  a number  of  things,  covered  mainly  by  the  follow- 
ing points: 

1 —  Over  sized  tires  are  placed  on  a car  without  changing  the 
gearing  of  the  speedometer  equipment. 

2 —  Various  non-skid  types  of  tires  are  used  without  recognizing 
that  the  increased  circumference  gives  a decreased  mileage 
as  the  wheel  has  fewer  revolutions  per  mile. 

3 —  Little  or  no  attention  is  taken  to  keep  the  tire  inflation 
uniform  and  up  to  the  recommended  pressure  of  the  tire 
manufacturer  which  is  necessary  to  give  the  tire  its  full 
circumference. 

If  the  car  is  accurately  equipped  and  the  above  points  are  carefully 
looked  after  no  difficulty  will  be  encountered  in  checking  the  Blue  Book 
route  matter.

Route  1 — New  York  City  to  New  Haven,  Conn. — 74.1  m. 

Route  Map,  page  20,  Reverse  Route,  No.  117. 

The  Shore  Route.  Via  Stamford  and  Bridgeport.  Excellent  State  road  all  the  way; 
recently  greatly  improved.  First  section  of  the  trunkline  between  New  York  and 
Boston.  From  New  Rochelle  east  this  route  follows  the  line  of  the  historic  "Boston 
Post  Road." 

Descriptive  Outline — After  a pleasant  run  through  Central  Park,  the  motorist  who  is 
leaving  New  York  drives  along  7th  Avenue,  a fine-  wide  boulevard.  Farther  on  the 
Harlem  River  is  crossed  on  the  145th  Street  bridge.  Thence  the  magnificent  Grand 
Boulevard  and  Concourse  is  followed.  Just  ahead,  as  one  turns  into  Fordham  Park- 
way’, are  the  Poe  Cottage  and  Monument.  Fine  roads  lead  through  Bronx  Park,  where 
the  Botanical  and  Zoological  Gardens  are  located.  Through  the  park  and  via  the 
excellent  Pelham  Parkway  through  Pelham  Manor  to  New  Rochelle,  founded  in  1686 
by  the  Huguenots.  The  home  of  Thomas  Paine,  now  known  as  the  DeVeaux  House, 
is  on  Broadway.  The  Paine  Monument,  commemorating  the  grant  of  land  to  him 
by  New  York  State,  is  also  at  New  Rochelle.  Larchmont,  reached  by  the  Old  Boston 
Post  Road,  is  the  home  of  the  Larchmont  Yacht  Club  and  is  a famous  summer  resort. 
At  Mamaroneck  the  old  Post  Road  Inn  was  built  in  1751.  It  was  used  as  General 
Howe’s  headquarters  while  he  was  in  pursuit  of  Washington  after  the  Battle  of 
Bong  Island.  Nearby  is  the  house  in  which  J.  Fenimore  Cooper,  novelist,  was  born 
and  in  which  he  did  much  of  his  writing.  Rye,  the  scene  of  many  guerilla  fights  dur- 
ing the  Revolution,  is  next  traversed.  Rye  Beach  is  to  the  right.  A short  distance 
past  Port  Chester  the  Byram  River,  part  of  the  boundary  between  New  York  and 
Connecticut,  is  crossed  and  the  tourist  is  in  New  England. 

Greenwich,  the  first  town  entered  in  the  "Nutmeg  State,”  was  settled  in  1640.  The 
home  of  Gen.  Israel  Putnam  is  on  the  north  side  of  E.  Putnam  Avenue.  Some  of  the 
original  stone  steps  are  still  to  be  seen  on  "Put’s  Hill,”  made  famous  by  General 
Putnam  riding  down  horseback  to  escape  the  British  under  Tryon.  There  is  a large 
granite  boulder  to  commemorate  the  event.  “Millbank,”  once  the  home  of  "Bill’’ 
Tweed,  is  a magnificent  country  estate.  Other  points  of  interest  are  a charming 
Episcopal  church  and  rectory’,  in  the  English  style;  the  Indian  Harbor  Yacht  Club; 
Bruce  Memorial  Park,  and  the  magnificent  estate  of  Mr.  E.  C.  Benedict.  Stamford 
was  settled  in  1641  by  a band  of  pioneers  from  the  Wethersfield  Colony,  who  had 
obtained  a deed  from  the  Indians.  Steamers  connect  with  New  York  from  this  point. 
Darien  39.1  was  the  scene  of  the  capture  of  the  Rev.  Moses  Mather  and  his  con- 
gregation by  the  British  (1781).  His  little  brick  church  still  stands  by  the  Post 
Road.  A short  run  to  the  beach  reveals  a splendid  view  of  the  Sound.  Norwalk, 
purchased  from  the  Indians  by  Roger  Ludlow  in  1640,  was  settled  near  Old  Fort 
Point  in  1651.  Many  old  houses  which  survived  the  burning  of  the  city  by  the  British 
may  still  be  seen.  From  Norwalk  a picturesque  drive  through  S.  Norwalk  along  the 
coast  may  be  taken.  The  road  leads  into  the  Old  Post  Road  at  Fairfield,  which  was 
laid  out  in  1639.  It  was  a favorite  stopping  place  for  travelers  between  New'  York 
and  Boston.  Here  the  Sherman  House,  the  old  Powder  House,  Benson’s  Tavern  and 
the  sites  of  the  whipping  posts  and  stocks  on  the  Green  are  of  interest.  Bridgeport, 
the  second  largest  city  in  Connecticut,  is  situated  on  a good  harbor  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Pequonnock  River.  It  is  one  of  the  greatest  manufacturing  centers  in  the 
world,  and  the  quantity  and  variety  of  its  products  is  astonishing.  The  city  is  par- 
ticularly noted,  however,  for  its  manufacture  of  arms  and  ammunition,  and  it  has 
lately  earned  the  title  of  the  “Essen  of  America.”  Of  all  the  city’s  factories,  there 
are  now  but  few  which  are  not  in  some  way  connected  with  this  industry.  The 
European  war  has  affected  Bridgeport  more  than  any  other  city  in  the  United  States, 
and  due  to  the  enormous  influx  of  workingmen  to  fill  up  the  old  and  the  many  new 
arms  and  ammunition  works,  its  population  is  said  to  have  been  increased  by  from 
25  000  to  30,000  people  in  1915.  The  city,  which  had  a population  of  a little  over 
100  000  in  1910,  is  now  nearing  the  150,000  mark,  and  bids  fair  soon  to  outstrip  New 
Haven  and  become  the  State’s  metropolis.  One  of  the  most  wonderful  developments 
of  this  "war-boom"  town  has  been  the  construction  of  the  enormous  plant  of  the 
Remington  Arms  and  Ammunition  Company.  What  a year  ago  was  a dreary  stretch 
of  marsh  and  woodland,  ending  in  a secluded  pond  in  the  northeastern  section  of  the 
city,  is  now  a vast  labyrinth  of  new  factory  buildings,  while  around  them  have 
sprung  up  hundreds  of  homes  for  the  many  employees  of  this  plant.  Toward  the  end 
of  January,  when  only  partially  completed,  it  was  employing  in  the  neighborhood 
of  9000  men,  but  when  the  entire  plant  is  finished  it  will  provide  work  for  more  than 
20  000  This  growth  in  population  has  been  so  great  that  the  housing  problem  has 
become  a difficult  one,  and  rents  have  risen  throughout  the  city.  The  sudden  inrush 
has  been  a great  boon  to  the  shopkeepers  and  business  men  of  Bridgeport  as  well, 
and  the  entire  city  is  now  enjoying  a wave  of  unprecedented  prosperity.  Other  fac- 
tories which  figure  in  this  industry  are  the  Union  Metallic  Cartridge  Company  on 
Barnum  Avenue,  which  is  now  employing  15,000  men  and  women  in  three  shifts  of 
eight  hours  each;  the  American  and  British  Manufacturing  Company,  and  the  Bridge- 
port Brass  Company— all  of  which  are  working  to  full  capacity  to  supply  the  armies 
of  the  Allies.  The  Locomobile  Company  of  America,  at  Seaside  Park,  is  working 
feverishly  in  producing  motor  trucks  for  the  Allies,  and  these  cars  are  run  to  New 
York  under  their  own  power  as  soon  as  completed.  A new  concern  to  which  much 
interest  attaches  is  the  seven-acre  plant  of  the  Bridgeport  Projectile  Company,  said 
to  have  been  built  by  the  Germans  as  a subterfuge.  In  the  southeastern  part  of  the 
city  are  the  works  of  the  Lake  Torpedo  Company,  which  has  increased  its  capacity 
from  five  boats  per  year  to  twenty.  Bridgeport  is  also  the  greatest  corset  manufactur- 
ing center  in  the  world,  and  chief  among  the  numerous  factories  devoted  to  their 
production  is  the  Warner  Brothers  Company.  Other  concerns  of  note  are  the  Ameri- 
can Graphophone  Company  and  the  Crane  Valve  Company.  Reverting  to  things  of  a 
more  pleasant  nature,  the  reader’s  especial  attention  is  called  to  Bridgeport  s splendid 
parks,  on  account  of  which  it  is  often  referred  to  as  the  “Park  City.”  Its  two  princi-

pal  parks— Seaside  and  Beardsley— are  well  worth  a visit.  The  former  has  been  pro- 
nounced by  experts  to  be  one  . of  the  finest  marine  parks  in  the  country,  and  the 
drive  along  the  seawall,  overlooking,  as  it  does,  the  wide  expanse  of  Long  Island 
Sound,  is  indeed  delightful.  Seaside  Park,  the  gift  of  the  famous  showman  P T 
Barnum,  contains  a splendid  monument  to  his  memory,  as  well  as  an  imposing 
Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Memorial,  and  a statue  to  Elias  Howe,  the  inventor  of  the 
sewing  machine.  Beardsley  Park,  in  the  northern  part  of  the  city,  is  a beautiful 
reservation  which  has  been  left  in  a more  or  less  natural  state.  At  Bridgeport  also 
are  the  winter  quarters  of  Barnum  and  Bailey’s  Circus.  Besides  having  been  the 
home  of  P.  T.  Barnum,  Bridgeport  was  also  the  residence  of  the  late  Fannie  Crosby 
the  famous  blind  hymn  writer.  At  Milford,  a charming  little  village  with  an  extensive 
Colonial  history,  the  trip  may  be  varied  by  crossing  the  Robert  Treat  Memorial  Bridee 
and  following  the  Shore  Road  via  Woodmont  and  Savin  Rock  (the  Conev  Island  of 
Connecticut)  to  New  Haven,  which  is  described  in  the  New  Haven  Section'

Via  the  North  Shore  of  Long  Island.  All  macadam  and  good  gravel.  The  last  50 
miles  somewhat  worn,  but  designated  for  resurfacing  early  in  1916.  For  greater  con- 
venience this  route  is  begun  at  the  east  end  of  Queensboro  Bridge  in  Long  Island  City. 

Descriptive  Outline — Crossing  the  magnificent  cantilever  bridge  which  spans  East 
River,  its  middle  supports  resting  on  Blackwell’s  Island,  the  tourist  emerges  into  Long 
Island  City,  a part  of  the  Borough  of  Queens,  L.  I. 

Long  Island  City  was  first  settled  near  what  is  now  known  as  North  Beach  (1630). 
It  is  now  devoted  principally  to  manufacturing.  There  are  several  important  industries 
there,  among  which  are  the  Steinway  Piano  factory  and  the  Standard  Oil  Company. 
Abram  D.  Ditmars  was  its  first  mayor.  Winfield  and  Corona  are  rapidly  growing  sub- 
urbs. In  Flushing  there  is  what  is  said  to  be  the  oldest  landmark  on  Long  Island. 
This  is  Jackson’s  tide-mill  on  Jackson's  Creek.  In  1672  William  Penn  sent  George  Fox, 
the  famous  Quaker  preacher,  to  Flushing  to  win  its  inhabitants  over  to  the  Quaker 
faith.  The  house  in  which  he  was  sheltered  belonged  to  Bowne,  whose  descendants 
still  own  it.  It  is  said  to  have  been  built  in  1661.  The  oldest  Quaker  meeting  house 
In  the  country  (built  1696)  is  still  standing  in  Flushing.  The  Garretson  House  (16(2) 
on  Main  Street  was  used  as  a hospital  during  the  Revolution,  and  the  church  across 
the  street  was  used  as  a stable.  At  Roslyn  William  Cullen  Bryant  made  his  home  for 
many  years.  His  house,  "Cedarmere,”  is  annually  visited  by  many  pilgrims.  His 
grave,  surmounted  by  his  simple  monument,  may  be  seen  in  the  village  burying- 
ground.  Roslyn’s  paper  mill  is  said  to  be  the  oldest  In  the  State.  Short  side  trips 
may  be  made  to  Locust  Valley  and  the  new  Piping  Rock  Country  Club,  and  Mill  Hill, 
where  the  British  had  fortifications  during  the  Revolution.  Huntington  and  Center- 
port  are  summer  resorts.  St.  James  was  the  summer  home  of  the  late  Mayor  Gaynor 
of  New  York  City.  Southold  was  settled  in  1618  by  the  Rev.  John  Youngs  and  a party 
of  English  dissenters,  who  were  later  joined  by  a group  of  Huguenots.  John  Youngs, 
son  of  the  founder,  later  became  famous  as  statesman  and  soldier.  His  house  may 
still  be  seen,  as  may  the  house  of  Benjamin  L'Hommedieu,  whose  grandson,  Ezra, 
was  a man  of  national  importance  during  the  Revolutionary  period.  At  Greenport, 
a fishing  and  summer  resort,  a ferry  may  be  taken  to  Shelter  Island,  which  is  well 
known  as  a yachting  center  in  the  summer.  Here  we  cross  the  Sound  by  steamer 
(twice  daily)  to  New  London.

Descriptive  Outline— We  keep  the  Hudson  River  in  full  view  for  only  a short  dis- 
tance, but  follow  its  course  for  the  entire  journey.  Crossing  the  Harlem  River  Ship 
Canal  and  Spuyten  Duyvil  Creek,  so  denominated  from  a remark  of  I.  van  Corlear  that 
he  would  cross  “en  spuyt  den  Duyvil,”  we  enter  Yonkers  (“de  jonkheer’s  landt  ) whose 
former  City  Hall  was  once  the  Philipse  Manor  House,  where  Washington  courted  Mary 
Philipse  afterward  charged  with  treason.  At  Dobbs  Ferry  is  a tablet  marking  Wash- 
ington's Headquarters  (1781).  Here  we  may  turn  left  to  Dobbs  Ferry  on  the  Hudson, 
where  the  view  of  the  river  is  inspiring  and  where  the  old  Livermore  Mansion  and  the 
Ardsley  Golf  Club  are  located.  At  20.5  may  be  seen  “Sunnyside  ’ covered  with  ivy 
grown  from  a sprig  given  to  Washington  Irving  by  Walter  Scott.  Irvington  is  the 
home  of  Mrs.  Finley  Shepard  (Helen  Gould).  At  Tarrytown  23.4  rich  in  legend  and 
history,  a monument  commemorates  Andre’s  capture  (1780).  Washington  Irvmg  was 
Church  Warden  at  Christ  Church  and  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  of  the  Sleepy  Hollow 
Dutch  Church  he  made  so  famous.  The  Pocantico  Brook  runs  across  the  Hollow  im- 
mortalized by  Ichabod  Crane.  Rockwell  Hall,  nearby,  is  the  estate  of  William  Rocke- 
feller. Ossining  contains  Sing  Sing,  the  state  prison.  At  Peekskill,  named  from  Pee  vs 
Kill  upon  which  it  is  located,  is  a well-known  military  academy.  Also  the  State  camp 
grounds  for  the  1st  and  2d  Brigades,  N.  G.  N.  Y.,  and  a very  up-to-date  rifle-range. 
Flshkill  is  a most  attractive  old  Dutch  town,  shaded  by  ancient  elms  and  tall  locusts. 
At  Wappinqers  Falls  is  one  of  the  first  dye  plants  to  make  aniline  dyes  by  the  synthetic 
method.  In  the  hills  back  of  Wapplngers  the  N.  Y.  State  Militia  held  their  maneuvers 
in  1915.

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  Saratoga  via  Lake  Avenue,  direct  macadam  is  fol- 
lowed to  Schuylerville,  of  great  historical  interest,  near  which  the  battle  of  Saratoga 
was  fought.  On  the  corner  of  Spring  and  Broad  Streets  (10.9)  a tablet  indicates  the 
camp  ground  of  the  British  (1777).  To  the  left  a short  distance  is  the  Marshall  House,. 
in  the  cellar  of  which  Baroness  Riedesel  took  refuge.  To  the  right  on  Broad  Street  is 
the  spot,  marked  by  tablet,  where  Burgoyne  surrendered,  one  of  the  most  cogent 
events  tending  to  the  ultimate  securing  of  American  independence.  Turning  right  on 
Burgoyne  Street,  we  reach  the  Battle  Monument,  commemorating  Burgoyne’s  sur- 
render and  the  close  of  one  of  the  “fifteen  decisive  battles  of  the  world.”  The  monu- 
ment is  154  feet  high  and  was  completed  in  1883.  Among  the  points  of  interest  is  the 
site  of  Fort  Hardy  (1755),  Fish  Creek  Bridge,  near  Schuyler  Mansion,  the  battlefield  of 
Saratoga  (22,000  soldiers  engaged)  and  Freeman’s  farmhouse  at  Bemis  Heights  and 
the  Dovegat  House  near  Coveville,  two  miles  south. 

Leaving  Schuylerville  by  Ferry  Street,  we  cross  the  Champlain  Canal  and  Hudson 
Kiver  through  a flat,  uninteresting  country  to  Greenwich,  where  we  cross  Batten  Kill, 
and  go  over  the  hills  to  Cambridge.  Touring  north  we  again  come  into  the  valley  of 
Batten  Kill,  which  is  followed  all  the  way  into  Manchester.

Further  on  is  Meriden,  originally  a part 
of  Wallingford,  but  now  a large  manufacturing  city.  Here  are  the  factories  of  many 
concerns  of  national  importance,  among  which  are  the  International  Silver  Co  the 
Parker  Co  makers  of  guns;  the  Angelas  Piano  Player,  and  makers  of  lamps,  brass 
goods,  cutlery,  etc.  Meriden  was  the  home  of  Hon.  Orville  H.  Platt  U S Senator 
and  of  former  Gov.

Krom  Meriden  we  follow  the  almost  straight  line  of  the  Old  Turnpike.  This  is  the 
longest,  straightest  stretch  of  State  macadam  in  the  State.

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  Hartford  via  the  9-span  granite  arch  bridge  across 
the  river,  we  turn  left  through  East  Hartford  between  rows  of  handsome  elms,  planted 
during  the  Revolutionary  period.  Pine  tobacco  fields  line  the  banks  of  the  river 
beyond.  South  Windsor  was  the  home  of  Roger  Wolcott,  and  the  old  Grant  homestead 
may  still  be  seen  on  the  left,  Samuel  Grant,  a progenitor  of  Ulysses  S.,  having  been 
one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Connecticut.  At  Warehouse  Point,  so  named  for  its  tobacco 
storage  warehouses,  one  may  cross  the  Connecticut  River  on  a suspension  bridge 
into  Windsor  Locks  (see  Route  162).  We  pass  through  Enfield,  whose  broad  ‘'Green'* 
and  fine  Colonial  houses  make  it  attractive  to  visitors.  Of  interest  are:  Dr.  Ham’s 
place  (1780),  the  Potter  homestead  and  the  Olmstead  House  (1702),  the  latter  one  of 
the  many  places  in  which  Washington  was  entertained.  Thompsonville,  to  the  west, 
is  prettily  situated  on  the  river.  It  is  the  home  of  the  Hartford  Carpet  Co.  Long- 
meadow,  with  its  wide  street  and  shady  elms,  is  quietly  inviting,  and  its  broad  green 
dates  back  to  1644,  when  a number  of  Springfield  men  began  to  make  their  home  in 
“Ye  Longe  Meadowe.”  In  the  spire  of  the  village  church  hangs  the  bell  bought  of 
Paul  Revere  in  1810,  which  superseded  the  drum  in  calling  the  people  to  worship.

Via  Windsor,  Windsor  Locks  and  Suffield,  following  the  west  bank  of  the  Con- 
necticut most  of  the  way.  All  but  iy2  miles  fine  macadam  and  concrete.  This  route 
runs  nearer  to  the  river  than  the  east  side  highway  and  is  somewhat  superior 
scenically. 

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  Hartford  via  Windsor  Avenue,  we  pass  to  the  right 
of  Keney  Park  and  follow  the  first  highway  laid  out  in  Connecticut  (1638)  to  Windsor 
whose  “Plymouth  Meadow”  was  the  site  of  the  first  house  erected  in  Connecticut  the 
materials,  all  fitted,  having  been  brought  from  Plymouth,  England.  Crossing’  the 
Tunxis  or  Farmington  River,  we  pass  through  “Palisado  Green,”  which  was  Windsor’s 
center  of  trade  in  the  early  days.  On  the  right,  two  miles  beyond,  is  the  old  Ellsworth 
mansion,  restored  by  the  D.  A.  R.  Windsor  Locks,  located  on  the  bank  of  the  canal, 
connects  with  Warehouse  Point  by  a suspension  bridge.  The  canal,  which  was  built 
as  an  aid  to  the  navigation  of  the  Connecticut  River,  is  now  used  more  as  a source  of 
power  for  various  manufacturing  plants.  It  is  proposed  to  construct  a large  power 
dam  at  this  point,  for  which  all  the  plans  have  been  completed.  The  work  will  start 
as  soon  as  the  necessary  legislation  has  been  secured.  This  is  the  center  of  the 
tobacco  district.  On  some  of  the  larger  plantations  there  are  300  acres  of  Cuban 
tobacco  under  a single  tent.  Enormous  sums  are  invested  in  this  industry,  and  the 
profits  are  said  to  be  extremely %large.  An  interesting  variant  to  our  trip  may  be  made 
through  Suffield,  which  escaped  the  ravages  of  the  Indian  wars  on  account  of  the  fact 
that  the  settlers  paid  the  Indians  £30  for  the  town  site.  Originally  called  Stony  River, 
it  became  Southfield,  then  Suffield  in  1674.  Tobacco  raising  is  the  most  important 
Industry,  and  here  the  first  cigars  in  New  England  were  made  in  1810.  After  a pleasant 
trip  along  the  bank  of  the  Connecticut  River,  crossing  on  South  End  bridge,  we  turn 
left  into  South  Main  Street,  Springfield  (see  Springfield  Section).

This 
is  the  better  way  between  the  two  cities. 

Descriptive  Outline— Leaving  Hartford  via  East  Hartford,  we  follow  the  valley  of 
the  Hockanum  River  to  Manchester.  This  town  is  really  four  villages:  North  and 
South  Manchester,  Manchester  Center  and  Manchester  Green.  At  South  Manchester 
are  the  silk  mills  of  Cheney  Bros.  Our  route  goes  through  the  picturesque  Bolton 
Notch  and  then  descends  the  valley  of  Hop  River,  along  which  much  State  road  im- 
provement has  recently  been  done.  Willimantic,  the  “Thread  City,  is  the  home  of 
one  of  the  large  mills  of  the  American  Thread  Co.  Besides  these  there  are  mills  which 
turn  out  dress  goods,  silks,  velvets,  silk  mills  machinery  and  paper  mills  machinery. 
This  city  was  the  home  of  Commodore  Swift,  U.  S.  N. ; General  Lyon,  of  Revolutionary 
fame,  killed  in  battle  at  Eastford;  Nathan  Hale;  Jonathan  Trumbull,  one  of  the 
financiers  of  the  Revolution,  find  John  M.  Hall,  one  time  President  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H. 
& H.  R.  R.  In  or  near  the  city  are  the  Connecticut  State  Agricultural  College,  the 
War  Office  at  Lebanon,  Nathan  Hale  Monument  at  S.  Coventry,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
and  the  State  Armory.  The  scenery  along  the  Willimantic  River  and  Bailey  s 
Ravine  is  very  beautiful.  At  Pomfret  are  the  historical  wolf  den  and  the 
well-known  preparatory  school  for  boys.  At  Chepachet  we  encounter  macadam, 
which  takes  us  through  the  old  manufacturing  towns  of  West  Greenville  and  Green- 
ville, whose  dismantled  and  deserted  factories  are  a monument  to  their  erstwhile 
industry.  Entering  on  Smith  Street,  we  pass  the  handsome  State  Capitol,  a master- 
piece of  monumental  architecture  by  McKim,  Mead  & White,  and  go  under  the  Union 
Station  into  Exchange  Place,  Providence.

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  Hartford  as  in  Route  161,  the  scenery  is  almost  com- 
monplace between  Thompsonville  and  Stafford  Springs.  The  old  way  [here  given  in 
Note  (a)]  takes  us  across  the  Hochanum  River  and  turns  left  (north)  through  Man- 
chester into  Rockville,  a manufacturing  town  in  the  Tolland  Hills.  The  source  of 
power  is  the  Snipsic  Lake  (one  mile  east),  originally  Shenipsit  (“good  hunting 
ground”).  Further  along  we  touch  Crystal  Lake,  and  shortly  turn  right  into  Stafford 
Springs.  These  chalybeate  springs  were  known  to  the  Indians,  and  are  still  favorites 
with  health  seekers.  At  Staffordville,  we  pass  Moulton  Pond,  and  at  Brimfield  turn 
right  to  Southbridge,  on  the  Quinebaug  River.  Southbridge,  originally  a part  of 
Charlton,  was  popularly  known  as  “Honest  Town.”  Turning  north  on  the  left  are  the 
large  eye-glass  factories  of  the  American  Optical  Co.  A drive  along  the  picturesque 
stream  brings  us  to  Charlton  City,  and  beyond  on  the  hill  to  our  right  is  the  Masonic 
Home,  built  for  a hotel.  The  road  becomes  more  hilly  to  North  Oxford,  where  we  en- 
counter the  State  Road,  entering  Worcester  via  Southbridge  Street.

Points  of  Interest— New  London  was  founded  by  John  Winthrop  the  younger  in 
1646.  Its  Indian  name  was  Naumeag,  and  in  the  old  whaling  days  it  was  a port  of 
considerable  importance.  In  1781  it  was  nearly  destroyed  by  the  notorious  Benedict 
Arnold,  which  fact  is  commemorated  by  a monument  134  feet  high,  erected  on  Groton 
Heights  just  across  the  river.  New  London  is  perhaps  best  known  for  the  annual 
Harvard-Tale  boat  race  on  the  Thames  in  June.  The  city  is  defended  by  Fort  Trum- 
bull, seen  from  the  ferry.  A quick  trip  to  the  more  important  points  of  interest  may  be 
made  as  follows:  Starting  at  the  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Monument,  run  north  on  Main 
Street.  At  the  head  of  Winthrop  Cove  is  the  old  Town  Mill,  built  1646,  and  still  in 
operation.  Just  beyond  we  turn  to  left  into  William  Street,  and  again  left  into 
Huntington  Street,  passing  on  our  right  the  little  schoolhouse  where  Nathan  Hale 
taught.  Beyond,  at  the  Junction  of  Broad  Street,  is  Mount  Vernon  House.  The  City 
Court  House  stands  at  the  head  of  State  Street,  and  by  turning  right  into  Jay  Street 
we  reach  (on  the  right)  the  old  Huguenot  House,  in  the  rear  of  which  is  the  old 
Hempstead  House,  one  of  the  oldest  houses  in  New  England.  Continuing  on  Truman 
Street,  turn  left  on  Ocean  Avenue,  a beautiful  drive  to  Ocean  Beach.  Returning  via 
Pequot  Avenue,  pass  on  the  right  of  the  lighthouse  just  beyond  the  Casino,  and  on  the 
left  a little  further  the  site  of  the  old  Pequot  House.  Turning  right  into  Bank  street, 
pass  on  the  left  the  Historical  Society  House,  once  the  headquarters  of  General  Wash- 
ington. This  trip  is  clearly  outlined  on  the  New  London  City  Map.  Among  points  or 
modern  interest  are  the  Public  Library,  the  statue  of  George  Winthrop,  Governor  of 
Connecticut,  1667-76,  and  a small  navy  yard  up  the  river.  Steamers  run  to  Eastern 
Point,  Block  Island,  Newport,  Fishers  Island  and  Greenport.

Descriptive  Outline — Crossing  to  Groton  on  a commodious  steam  ferry,  turn 
right  in  full  view  of  the  Groton  Monument  (view  from  tower,  10c.).  Just  beyond  we 
pass  the  road  leading  to  Eastern  Point  and  Ft.  Griswold,  near  which  is  one  ™e 
largest  summer  hotels  on  the  Coast.  On  the  horizon  to  the  south  ™ see  Fishers 
Island,  on  which  stands  Fort  H.  G.  Wright,  a very  heavily  fortified  post  mount  ng 
12-  and  14-inch  ordnance  as  well  as  several  12-inch  mortar-batteries.  //^er  ascending 
the  rather  long  grade  over  Fort  Hill,  we  descend  into  the  outskirts  of  the  little  town 
of  Noank,  once  a prominent  ship-building  center,  and  curve  along  the  shore  of  Mys 
Harbor  in  full  view  of  the  charming  little  islands  and  promontories  so  graphlcally 
described  in  Hopkinson  Smith’s  "Caleb  West.”  Mystic,  a typical  Connecticut  Ashing 
village,  still  figures  as  a ship-building  town,  and  there  are  generally  one  or  two 
schooners  under  construction  on  its  stocks.  Crossing  the  marshes,  we  arrive  at 
Stonington,  once  the  rival  of  New  Bedford  as  a whaling  center.  An  hour  or  two  spent 
among9  its  quiet  streets  and  lovely  gardens  will  amply  repay  the  tourist  We  now 

enter  Rhode  Island  by  way  of  Westerly,  a thriving  little  city  auaiTles 

a verv  ambitious  park.  Near  the  town  are  some  quite  extensive  marble  quarries^ 
From  this  point  we  may  make  a detour  by  way  of  Watch  Hill,  a highly Popular  summer 
resort  with  several  good  hotels,  splendid  golf  links  and  perhaps  the  most  equable 
summer  climate  of  the  eastern  coast  of  the  United  States.  On  the  narrow  strip  of 
land  known  as  Napatree  Point  stands  Fort  Mansfield,  one  of  the  °ut!ylng  defences  of 
Long  Island  Sound,  generally  open  to  visitors.  Continuing  along  the  shore  f 
Westerly,  we  pass  through  the  Great  Swamp,  where  King  Philip  and  his  Indians  were 
almost  annihilated  (1675).  About  a mile  north  of  Wakefield  is 

lndustftal  village  founded  by  the  Hazards:  and  some  two  ™11®s  Tslind* vtlligTs 

macadam  road,  lies  Kingston,  one  of  the  oldest _ and  quaintest  of  Rhode  Island  Ullages 
it q tree-lined  main  street  is  bordered  with  ancient  houses,  half-hidden  behind  treuisea 
vines— forthe^ost  pan  Crimson  ramblers.  At  Kingston  are  the  Wash  ngton  County 
Court  House  and  the  Rhode  Island  Agricultural  College.  .Narragansett  Pier  ranks  next 
to  Newport  as  a fashionable  resort,  and  has  numerous  fine  hotels.  Among  a I!  the 
esting  points  are  Narragansett  Heights  and  the  Golf  Links  a five-mile  ^ri™  along ural 
ocean  to  Point  Judith  Light  House,  and  a nine-mile  drive  to  the  R.  I.  A^icultura 
College  At  the  Country  Club  are  held  annually  the  championship  polo  matches,  which 
brine  a huge  concourse  of  people  to  the  Pier  for  several  weeks  each  season.  Commo- 
dore O H PeS  was  born  in  Narragansett  (1785).  Many  fine  views  of  Narragansett 
Rnv  are  had  on  our  way  through  Wickford,  where  a tablet  in  St.  Paul  s Church 
fommemomtes  the  birthplace  of  Gilbert  Stuart  (1755).  East  Greenwich  is  the  home 
of  the  Kentish  Guards,  a volunteer  militia  organization,  and  the  second  oldest  in  t 
United  states  Entering  on  Elmwood  Avenue,  we  pass  Roger  Williams  Park  on  our 
right  into  Providence.

Descriptive  Outline— This  route  may  be  used  as  a connecting  link  in  the  trip  to 
New  Bedford  and  Cape  Cod  points,  avoiding  Providence  and  much  of  the  cobblestone 
pavement  in  Fall  River.  The  road  affords  an  example  of  enlightened  highway  con- 
struction. It  is  amiesite  all  the  way,  and,  though  the  first  6%  miles  are  five  or  six 
years  old,  the  surface  has  been  maintained  in  Its  original  smoothness.  The  Saunders- 
town ferry  skirts  to  the  north  of  Dutch  Island,  on  which  is  Fort  Greble,  one  of  the 
series  of  fortifications  which  guard  Narragansett  Bay.  Jamestown  is  rapidly  growing 
In  favor  as  a summer  resort,  especially  among  retired  flag  officers  of  the  U S Navy 
The  drive  to  Beavertail  (5%  m.)  by  way  of  Fort  Wetherill  and  The  Dumplings,  is  well 
worth  while.  From  the  upper  deck  of  the  ferry  boat  en  route  to  Newport  one  may 
get  a splendid  view  of  the  glorious  bay  from  the  Narrows  (Fort  Adams)  to  beyond  the 
Training  Station  and  War  College. 


The  roadstead— the  best  and  safest  harbor  east  of  New  York— has  been  recently 
designated  as  the  summer  base  for  operations  of  the  U.  S.  Atlantic  Fleet,  and  one 
may  see  the  mighty  dreadnoughts  and  lean  gray  destroyers  lying  at  anchor,  while 
■cores  of  steam  pinnaces  and  whaleboats  plow  up  the  waters  on  their  bustling  way 
between  ship  and  shore.  Nowhere  in  the  world  can  one  see  so  many  great  men-of-war 
anchored  so  close  together,  and  this  sight  alone  will  amply  repay  the  motorist  to  say 
nothing  of  the  other  myriad  attractions  of  America’s  foremost  watering  place  On 
Rose  Island  (on  left,  half  way  across)  are  a lighthouse  and  a powder  magazine. 
Rounding  the  light  on  the  Torpedo  Station  (Goat  Island)  we  enter  Newport  Harbor.

Buckingham  War  Governor  of  Connecticut,  was  a resident  of  the  city.  Daniel  C 
Gilman,  noted  educator  (b.  1831  in  Norwich),  was  Professor  at  Yale  and  president 
successively  of  the  University  of  California,  Johns  Hopkins  University  and  the 
Carnegie  Institute.  Ancestors  of  Presidents  Fillmore,  Grant,  Hayes  Garfield  and 
Cleveland  were  either  born  in  or  moved  to  Norwich.  Steamers  connect  with  Block 
Isiand,  Watch  Hill  and  Fishers  Island.

Points  of  Interest 


Providence  Route  Center — Exchange  Place,  upon  which  faces  the  City  Hall,  the 
Union  Station  and  the  new  Postoffice.  Nearby  are  several  hotels  and  garages.  All 
routes  start  from  the  west,  or  Dorrance  St.  side,  in  front  of  the  gray  granite  City  Hall. 

Points  of  Interest — Rhode  Island  was  first  settled  (1636)  by  Roger  Williams.  In  1638 
the  Compact  was  drawn  up.  This  was  the  basis  of  the  Rhode  Island  Government. 
The  official  designation  of  this,  the  smallest  of  the  48  commonwealths,  is  still  Ths 
State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations.”  Rhode  Island  claims  to  be  the 
first  of  the  colonies  that  threw  off  the  English  yoke.  In  1772  the  men  of  Providence 
had  burned  H.  M.  S.  “Gaspee.”  This  was  more  than  a year  prior  to  the  Boston  Tea 
Party.  Rhode  Island  was  the  first  to  have  a navy  of  its  own.  Abraham  Whipple  wai, 
in  command,  and  it  was  he  who  claimed  that  he  had  fired  the  first  shot  against  1 
Royal  Navy  (June  15,  1775).  After  the  war  was  under  way  Rhode  Island  urged  the 
establishment  of  a national  navy.  Esek  Hopkins  was  appointed  first  Commander -in- 
Chief.  His  house  still  stands  at  No.  10  Hopkins  St.  Three-fourths  of  his  o 
were  from  Rhode  Island.”  This  colony  contributed  the  fl“h  largest  amwnt  to  toe 
Continental  Loan.  Men  from  the  colony  fought  in  every  battle  u n d e r W a s h i n g t o n. 
Gen.  Nathaniel  Greene,  of  Warwick,  was  one  of  Rhode  Island  s men.  Oliver  Hazard 
Perry,  the  hero  of  Lake  Erie,  and  Commodore  Matthew  C.  Perry,  who  opened  Japan 
to  intercourse  with  the  western  world,  were  natives  of  “Little  Rhody. 

Providence,  the  capital  of  Rhode  Island,  and  Southern  Gateway  of  New  England, 
is  situated  at  the  head  of  navigation  on  Narragansett  Bay.  It  was  founded  in  1636 
by  Roger  Williams,  the  first  apostle  of  absolute  freedom  of  conscience  in  religious 
matters,  and  the  first  to  recognize  the  right  of  the  native  Indians  to  Hieir  lands. 
Fleeing  from  persecution  in  Massachusetts,  Roger  Williams  bought  from  Canonicus 
and  Miantonomi  the  land  included  in  the  present  city,  and  named  his  settlement 
Providence  in  gratitude  for  his  deliverance. 

Exchange  Place,  on  which  front  the  RR.  Station,  City  Hall  and  Federal  Building 
is  the  finest  entrance  plaza  in  the  country,  except  the  one  in  W^hmgton 
view,  north  of  the  station,  is  the  State  House,  a masterpiece  of  McKim,  Mead  and 
White,  and  nearby  is  the  State  Normal  School. 

Providence  is  the  principal  center  in  the  United  States  for  the  manufacture  of 
woolens  worsteds  jewelrv  and  silverware,  and  for  the  bleaching  and  finishing  of  tex 
tiles.  It  has  the  largest  mechanical  tool  (Brown  & Sharpe),  file,  sciew  and  silver  are 
(Gorham)  factories  in  the  world. 

Providence  is  a city  of  libraries,  to  which  first  hand  investigators  in  various  lines 

must  come.  The  Public  Library  is  at  the  corner  of  Washington /vfgOTolw®  St  ’ 
Three  other  libraries,  founded  before  the  Revolution,  are  large  and  vigorou  . 

The  East  Side  and  College  Hill  are  of  great  historic  and  artistic  interest.  On  North 
Main  Street  are  the  Old  Market  Building  (1773),  the  First  Baptist  ?fl^at 

(1774),  the  old  State  House  (1762)  and  St.  John’s  Church  (1810),  near  which  the  fir 
settlement  was  made. 

The  R.  I.  School  of  Design  on  Waterman  Street,  with  the  Art  Club 
Studios  over  the  way;  Colonial  House,  with  itswonderful  collectionof 

ture;  the  Handicraft  Club,  and  the  Athenaeum  library  ( 17_^  vPr  Jt  wi th  their 

and  just  up  the  hill  the  Annmary  Brown  Memorial  and  Brown  University,  with  their 
paintings  and  famous  libraries,  contribute  to  make  Providence  an  art  and  education 
center  unsurpassed  in  this  country. 

On  the  crest  of  the  hill  Brown  University  (founded  1764)  possesses  thirty  buildings 
In  Addition  to  fraternity  houses.  The  Women’s  College  buildings  and  gardens  are 
nearby  on  Meeting  and  Cushing  Streets. 

Providence  is  rich  in  Colonial  architecture  of  all  grades,  from  the  humblest  to  the 
mansion  type.  Power,  Williams  and  other  parallel  streets,  Benefit,  North  and  South 
Main  streets  would  well  repay  the  prowler. 

The  newer  residence  sections  are  found  in  the  vicinity  of  George  and  Cooke  streets, 
Blackstone  Boulevard,  Arlington  and  Olney  streets. 

Roger  Williams  Park,  one  of  the  most  picturesque  in  the  country,  contains  43- 
acres  of  forest?  hills  and  lakes.  In  it  are  athletic  fields,  Natural  History  Museum, 
statues,  etc.  Among  other  parks  are  Davis  Park  and  Blackstone  Park  on  the  Seekonk 

River.  , _ . _ , . 

The  suburbs,  Barrington  Parkway,  Nayatt,  Rumstlck,  Bristol  and  East  Greenwich, 
all  on  Narragansett  Bay,  are  worthy  of  a visit. 

Providence  connects  by  steamer  with  Boston,  New  York,  Newport,  Block  Islan, 
etc.,  and  the  Fabre  Line  (French)  maintains  a fortnightly  service  of  passenger  and 
freight  steamers  to  Lisbon,  Portugal,  via  the  Azores. 

Newport  Route  Center. — Washington  Sq.,  or  The  Parade,  with  the  monument  of 
Commodore  O.  H.  Perry,  is  conveniently  situated  to  hotels,  garages  and  ferries. 

Points  of  Interest — Newport  was  settled  in  1639  by  William  Coddington,  a religious 
refugee  from  Boston.  Its  Indian  name  was  Aquidneck — "The  Isle  of  Peace.  It  is 
situated  on  the  southern  end  of  the  Island  of  Rhode  Island  on  a very! dne  harbor, 
most  noted  for  its  summer  colony  of  ultra-fashionable  and  wealthy  Americans.  I 
1770  Newport  was  surpassed  commercially  only  by  Boston,  and  its  trade  was  consid- 
erably greater  than  that  of  New  York.  It  never  recovered  its  prestige  after  the 
Revolutionary  War,  and  at  present  numbers  about  25,000  inhabitants.  Facing  the 
Souare  are  the  old  City  Hall,  the  old  State  House  (1738)  and  the  Perry  mansion. 
Following  Touro  St.  we  come  shortly  to  the  old  Stone  Mill  in  Touro  Park,  claimed  to 
be  built  by  Norsemen  about  the  year  1000.  Bellevue  Ave.  begins  here.  OPP°3‘te  ^°uro 
Park  is  a fine  fernleaf  beech;  further  along  the  Avenue  is  the  Casino,  on  the  courts 
of  which  the  National  Tennis  Championship  contests  used  to  be  held.  Nearby  are 
Easton’s  Beach,  reached  via  Bath  Road;  Forty  Steps,  reached  via  Narragansett  Ave 
and  the  Cliff  Walk,  which  runs  along  the  brow  of  the  cliffs  about  3 miles.  A beautiful 
12-mile  drive  described  in  our  text,  takes  the  tourist  past  most  of  the  magnificent

offered  the  visitor  during  the  summer  season.  The  mildness  of  the  climate  is  re- 
markable. Free  from  extremes  of  heat  in  summer,  the  winter  temperature  of  Newport 
is  actually  higher  than  that  of  Washington,  D.  C.  The  tourist  who  contemplates  an 
extended  stay  should  avail  himself  of  the  information  contained  in  the  numerous 
guide  books  obtainable. 


Route  201— Providence,  R.  I.,  to  Boston,  Mass.— 44.8  m.

Descriptive  Outline — From  Providence  we  follow  Hope  Street  into  Pawtucket,  a 
manufacturing’  city  on  the  Blackstone  River,  where  cotton  manufacturing  was  first 
introduced  by  Samuel  Slater  in  1790.  The  original  mill  is  still  standing.  Slater  is 
also  credited  with  opening  the  first  Sunday  school  in  the  U.  S.  This  city  is  said  to 
diversified  interests  than  any  city  of  its  size  in  the  country.  The  only 
fatality  of  the  “Dorr  War”  occurred  on  the  Main  Street  Bridge.  We  now  leave  the 
valley  and  take  the  straight  road  through  N.  Attleboro,  Mass.  A fine  macadam 
r0aT  takes  us  through  several  tidy  New  England  villages — Wrentham,  Walpole 

and  Norwood— into  Dedham,  the  shiretown  of  Norfolk  Co.  This  town  originally 
occupied  the  western  part  of  the  county.  Sixteen  towns  have  been  made  from  it. 
It  was  the  home  of  Fisher  Ames,  Samuel  Dexter,  Horace  Mann,  Edmund  Quincy  and 
Winslow  Warren.  Memorial  Hall  is  dedicated  to  the  defenders  of  the  Union.  The 
Fairbanks  house  is  said  to  date  from  1638,  although  1664  is  probably  more  correct. 
The  Ames,  Dexter  and  Haven  houses  are  worthy  of  note.  The  site  of  Woodward 
Tavern,  formerly  Powell’s  (1658)  is  at  the  western  end  of  the  Court  House.  Here, 
in  1774,  the  Suffolk  Resolution  was  drafted.  This  was  the  first  to  advocate  the 
opposition  to  England  with  armed  resistance.  The  Avery  Oak,  the  only  survivor  of 
the  primeval  forest,  is  near  the  Fairbanks  house.  The  Historical  Society  is  said  to 
have  been  the  first  town  organization  of  its  kind  in  the  country.  The  first  name  of 
the  town  was  Contentment.  Near  the  Court  House  is  the  ancient  village  green,  with 
rA.,t,.s  Hea(J,  a granite  block,  once  surmounted  by  a wooden  column  and  bust  of 
WlJlia™  Pitt.  The  present  town  lies  between  and  touches  the  banks  of  the  Charles 
ana  Neponset  Rivers,  the  two  streams  being  connected  by  “Mother  Brook  ” the 
oldest  canal  in  the  country  (1639).  Leaving  Dedham  on  a fine  macadam  road  we  soon 
reach  the  Metropolitan  Park  System  of  Boston,  and  enter  the  city  through  its  beautiful 
winding  drives.  (See  Boston  Section.)

Taunton,  settled  in 
1637,  was  named  from  Taunton,  Eng.  On  its  historic  green  the  first  “Union  and 
Liberty  flag  was  unfurled.  The  Indian  name  was  Cohannet  (place  of  snow).  Among 
points  of  interest  are  Historic  Hall  and  Sabbatia  Park.\  Passing  thru  Mlddleboro,  in 
the  very  heart  of  the  old  Massasoit  country,  we  may  profitably  stop  for  a side  trip  to 
Lakeville,  a beautiful  spot  on  Assawampsett  Pond.

Descriptive  Outline — A macadam  road  with  many  turns,  but  easily  followed,  takes 
us  across  the  Seekonk  River  thru  E.  Providence,  via  the  “Snake  Route,”  and  across 
the  Massachusetts  line  into  the  pretty  line  town  of  Swansea.  From  here  we  run 
along  in  a southeasterly  direction,  crossing  the  Taunton  River,  on  a fine  new  bridge, 
into  Fall  River,  named  for  the  falls  which  furnish  its  water  power.  This  is  the  lead- 
ing cotton  manufacturing  center  of  the  U.  S.  Here  are  located  over  100  substantial 
mills  which  contain  over  4,000,000  spindles;  35,000  employees  turn  out  2,000  miles  of 
cloth  a day.  The  city  is  built  on  a hill  which  slopes  down  to  the  Taunton  River  on 
the  west.  North  Pond  is  the  source  of  the  city’s  water  supply.  The  County  Court 
House  now  occupies  the  site  of  the  home  of  Colonel  Borden,  one  of  the  first  of  the 
cotton  manufacturers.  Other  buildings  of  note  are  the  Technical  High  School  and 
the  Textile  School,  the  Women’s  Union  and  the  First  Congregational  Church.  The 
City  Hall  stands  on  the  site  of  the  battle  of  Fall  River  (1778).  Watuppa  Pond  and 
Steep  Brook  may  be  visited.  A beautiful  20-mile  drive  brings  us  to  New  Bedford  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Acushnet  River,  which  is  an  old  seaport,  and  was  once  the  center  of 
the  whaling  industry.  Its  principal  industry  is  cotton  manufacturing,  and  there  are 
more  than  2,000,000  spindles  in  operation.  There  is  a picturesque  5-mile  drive  to 
Salters  Point,  and  there  are  other  interesting  shore  resorts — among  them  South  Dart- 
mouth and  Nonquitt.  Steamers  run  from  New  Bedford  to  Woods  Hole,  Martha’s  Vine- 
yard and  Nantucket,  and  to  New  York.  We  cross  the  Acushnet  River  by  two  long 
bridges;  on  the  Island  is  the  factory  of  William  Nye,  the  clock  oil  manufacturer. 
Fairhaven,  just  across  the  river,  was  the  home  of  the  late  Henry  H.  Rogers.  It  may 
be  truthfully  said  that  he  practically  rebuilt  the  town.  He  spent  more  than  a million 
dollars  in  general  improvements,  building  water-works,  a library,  many  miles  of 
macadamized  roads,  and  a church  which  is  said  to  have  the  finest  set  of  chimes  in 
the  world.  We  now  follow  the  general  line  of  the  shore  of  Buzzards  Bay — see 
Route  381.

Descriptive  Outline— Running  east  up  the  hill  from  the  center  of  Providence,  we 
turn  south  in  East  Providence  through  a series  of  suburban  settlements  into  Warren, 
a fair-sized  town,  situated  on  Bristol  Neck  between  the  Warren  River  and  the  Kick- 
amuit  River.  We  then  continue  south  down  the  Peninsula  into  Bristol.  On  Ferry 
Road  stands  the  home  of  General  Burnside.  Col.  S.  P.  Colt,  president  of  the  U.  S 
Rubber  Co.,  has  his  residence  on  Hope  St.  Mt.  Hope  was  the  home  of  the  famous 
chieftain,  King  Philip.  The  Perry  Homestead  is  the  oldest  house  in  the  city.  The 
National  Rubber  Co.  and  the  Herreshoff  Ship  Yards  are  the  principal  industries.  In 
the  latter  were  built  the  Columbia,  Reliance,  and  other  defenders  of  the  America’s 
Cup.  There  are  many  quaint  old  houses,  and  the  ferry  trip  to  the  Island  of  Rhode 
Island  is  enjoyable.  At  Portsmouth,  2 miles  beyond  our  landing,  may  be  seen  the 
breastworks  of  the  old  British  forts.  From  Quaker  Hill  there  is  a fine  view.  A 
beautiful  drive  brings  us  into  Broadway,  Newport,  which  is  described  at  the  beginning 
of  the  Rhode  Island  Section.

Route  Center- — Copley  Square  Is  the  starting  point  of  all  routes  leaving  the  city, 
since  practically  all  travel  must  pass  this  point,  it  being  located  at  the  junction  of 
Huntington  Ave.,  Boylston  St.  and  Dartmouth  St.,  the  principal  arteries  of  motor 
traffic.  Near  to  the  Common  and  Public  Garden,  it  is  within  a stone’s  throw  of  the 
group  of  splendid  Back  Bay  hotels,  and  nearby  garages  supply  the  needs  of  the 
tourist.  The  imposing  Public  Library,  at  the  west  end  of  the  triangular  square,  and 
Trinity  Church  at  the  east  end,  furnish  unmistakable  landmarks.  All  routes  leave 
from  in  front  of  the  entrance  to  the  Library.  For  the  numerous  optional  exits,  en- 
trances, and  side  trips  thru  the  Metropolitan  district,  consult  the  carefully  prepared 
map  of  Greater  Boston,  pages  316-317. 

Points  of  Interest — A brief  description  of  the  landmarks  in  and  about  this  historic 
city  must  suffice  for  this  volume.  For  a more  detailed  description  of  Boston,  see 
Bacon’s  Guidebook.  Settled  in  1630  by  Governor  John  Winthrop  and  1,500  followers, 
It  assumed  first  place  in  New  England  as  the  center  of  religious,  social,  and  political 
life.  It  is  colloquially  known  as  “The  Hub.”  The  first  actual  resident  of  Boston 
proper  was  William  Blaxton,  1625,  who  occupied  the  highest  hill  of  the  little  peninsula 
of  783  acres,  called  Shawmut  by  the  Indians  and  Trimontane  by  the  early  settlers. 
The  peninsula  has  been  extended  by  made  land,  and  now  covers  more  than  1,800  acres, 
the  entire  area  of  the  city  of  Boston  being  about  43  square  miles.  In  area  it  is  smallest 
of  the  larger  cities  of  the  United  States. 

The  Back  Bay  district  is  entirely  made  land,  and  was  created  in  1860-86.  Dor- 
chester, originally  a separate  village,  has  been  incorporated  Into  the  city.  For  & brief 
trip  to  the  more  interesting  points,  starting  at  Copley  Square,  we  have  on  one  hand  the 
Boston  Common  and  on  the  other  the  Public  Garden.  Boston  Common  has  been  a 
public  common  since  Boston  was  settled.  It  contains  48  acres  and  has  a “Frog  Pond,” 
Soldiers’  Monument  on  Flagstaff  Hill,  where  British  artillery  was  stationed,  and  sev- 
eral other  monuments;  Brewer  Fountain  near  Park  Street  is  of  interest.  But  the  most 
Important  monument  is  that  in  the  northeast  corner,  facing  the  State  House  (Beacon 
and  Park  Sts.).  This  is  the  Shaw  Memorial,  by  Augustus  St.  Gaudens  (base  by  Stan- 
ford White).  It  was  erected  some  15  years  ago,  and  shows  in  bronze  in  high  relief 
Col.  Robert  Gould  Shaw  leading  his  negro  troops  to  battle.  The  Public  Garden  (24 
acres)  contains  an  artificial  lake  and  many  acres  of  beautiful  flowers  and  shrubbery; 
an  equestrian  statue  of  Washington  faces  the  Arlington  Street  entrance.  On  the 
Common  near  Boylston  Street  is  the  Old  Central  burying  ground,  established  1756, 
under  a portion  of  which  the  subway  now  runs.  Gilbert  Stuart  is  entombed  here.  At 
the  farther  corner  of  the  Common  we  turn  north  into  Tremont  St.,  having  on  our  right 
the  Masonic  Temple.  Beyond  Park  St.  is  the  old  Granary  burying  ground,  originally 
a part  of  the  Common.  Here  lie  many  of  the  historic  personages  of  Boston — Peter 
Faneuil,  Paul  Revere,  Samuel  Adams,  James  Otis,  John  Hancock  and  Robert  Treat 
Paine.  Opposite  is  the  old  Music  Hall  and  the  Tremont  Temple.  At  the  corner  of  Tre- 
mont and  School  Sts.  is  King’s  Chapel  (1749),  of  old  English  architecture,  the  first 
Episcopal  Church  in  Boston;  British  officers  worshipped  here  during  the  siege.  It  is 
now  a Unitarian  church.  Adjoining  is  the  old  burying  ground,  the  first  in  Boston, 
dating  from  1630.  Here  John  Cotton  and  Governor  Shirley  are  interred.  To  the  rear  of

Boston  Section  Points  of  Interest 

King’s  Chapel  is  the  City  Hall,  in  front  of  which  is  a tablet  marking  the  site  of  the 
first  schoolhouse  in  Boston.  To  our  left  is  a short  cut,  leading  to  the  new  Court 
House,  which  cost  $4,000,000.  On  our  right  is  Court  Street  and  the  Old  Court  House. 
Beyond  Cornhill,  with  its  old  bookstalls,  curves  to  Adams  Sq.,  monument  of  Samuel 
Adams,  and  subway  entrance.  Opening  into  Adams  Sq.  is  Dock  Sq.,  which  was  the 
original  center  of  trade  in  Boston,  being  then  on  the  water  front.  Near  by  in  Marshall 
St.  is  the  old  Marshall  House  and  Boston  Stone,  inscribed  (1737),  originally  a paint 
mill,  imported  from  England. 

To  our  right  is  Faneull  Hall,  historic  “Cradle  of  Liberty,”  built  1742,  and  given  to 
Boston  by  Peter  Faneuil.  It  was  used  by  the  British  officers  as  a playhouse  during  the 
siege  of  Boston,  and  enlarged  (1805)  by  Bulfinch.  On  the  lower  floor  is  a public 
market,  the  hall  being  on  the  second  floor.  It  contains  numerous  historical  paintings 
and  portraits.  The  upper  floor  houses  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery,  the  oldest 
military  organization  in  the  United  States  (1638),  and  quite  the  mbst  gorgeous.  Be- 
yond Faneuil  Hall  is  the  more  modern  Quincy  Market,  named  in  honor  of  Josiah 
Quincy.  At  the  farther  end  of  Quincy  Market  a turn  to  the  right  brings  us  back  to 
State  St.,  in  front  of  the  Custom  House,  with  its  imposing  tower — the  most  conspicuous 
landmark  of  Boston,  and  quite  dominating  the  skyline  when  viewed  from  the  harbor. 

It  is  the  tallest  building  in  New  England,  the  tower  having  been  added  to  the  original 
structure,  which  is  of  Doric  architecture.  The  apex  of  the  towTer  is  at  a height  of  495 
feet,  and  the  balcony  on  the  25th  floor  is  about  400  feet  above  the  sidewalk.  This  bal- 
cony is  on  all  four  sides  of  the  building,  and  from  it  can  be  obtained  a splendid  view 
of  the  city,  harbor  and  surrounding  country.  The  clock,  situated  on  the  23rd  floor, 
has  four  dials,  each  21  ft.  6 in.  in  diameter.  It  is  operated  by  electric  motors,  and  is 
illuminated  at  night.  Passing  the  Stock  Exchange  building  on  our  left,  we  come  to 
the  Old  State  House  at  the  head  of  State  St.  Here  the  first  Town  House  was  built 
(1657),  burned  twice,  the  present  structure  being  built  in  1748,  the  original  walls  of 
the  old  Town  House  being  utilized.  In  front  of  the  building  occurred  the  Boston  mas- 
sacre (1770),  marked  by  a circle  of  stones  in  the  paving.  Here  were  the  whipping  posts 
and  stocks.  The  building  was  restored  (1842)  and  contains  a fine  collection  of  relics. 

It  is  open  to  visitors.  Near  by  is  the  site  of  the  first  Meeting  House,  marked  by  a 
tablet. 

Turning  into  Washington  St.,  Old  South  Church  lies  just  beyond  at  the  corner  of 
Milk  St.  (1729).  It  was  used  by  the  British  as  a riding  school  (1775),  and  abandoned 
as  a church  1872.  Contains  Revolutionary  relics  (25c.).  Nearly  opposite  is  the  old 
Corner  Bookstore  (1712),  the  oldest  building  in  Boston— a bookstore  for  75  years,  and  a 
former  gathering  place  for  distinguished  authors.  Just  around  the  corner  on  Milk  St. 
is  the  site  of  Benjamin  Franklin’s  birthplace,  marked  by  a tablet.  The  Federal  Build- 
ing on  Postofflce  Sq.  and  Milk  St.  has  a tablet  marking  the  point  where  the  great 
fire  stopped  (1780).  A block  beyond  is  Liberty  Sq.,  and  a right  turn  into  Otis  St. 
brings  us  to  Fort  Hill  Sq.,  once  an  eminence  surmounted  by  a fort.  At  the  end  of  tile 
street  we  turn  into  Atlantic  Ave.,  which  follows  the  present  line  of  wharves.  A tablet 
on  a building  at  the  corner  of  Pearl  St.  marks  the  site  of  Griffin’s  Wharf,  where  the 
" Boston  Tea  Party”  was  held  (1773).  Turning  back  along  the  wharves,  we  come  to 
Rowe’s  Wharf,  where  steamers  to  Nantasket  Beach  are  taken.  Beyond  is  India  Wharf 
and  Long  Wharf,  both  of  ancient  origin.  “T”  Wharf  is  the  great  fish  market,  and  is 
worth  a visit  on  Fridays  or  Saturdays.  Just  beyond  is  old  North  Beach,  and  a short 
cut  will  bring  us  to  Charter  St.,  on  which  is  the  old  Copp’s  Hill  burying  ground, 
dating  from  1660.  Here  lie  Increase,  Cotton  and  Samuel  Mather  and  others.  Nearby 
at  the  foot  of  Hull  St.  is  Old  North  Church,  or  Christ  Church,  dedicated  1723.  Paul 
Revere’s  signal  lanterns  were  displayed  on  its  steeple  April  18,  1775.  On  North  St.  is 
Paul  Revere’s  house,  occupied  by  him,  1770.  North  St.  was  once  the  abode  of  persons 
of  distinction;  now  it  is  an  Italian  quarter.  Before  returning  to  the  more  modern 
Boston,  an  interesting  trip  may  be  made  across  Charles  River  into  Charlestown, 
whither  settlers  first  came.  The  most  conspicuous  feature  of  Charlestown  is  the 
Bunker  Hill  Monument  in  Monument  Sq.  It  is  on  Breed’s  Hill,  and  is  221  feet  high. 
The  cornerstone  was  laid  in  1825  by  Lafayette.  Stairway  to  top  (25c.).  The  old 
Charlestown  burying  ground  on  Pitts  St.  dates  from  1642.  Among  the  notables  interred 
here  are  John  Harvard,  founder  of  Harvard  University,  and  Thomas  Beecham.  The 
U S.  Navy  Yard,  established  1800,  occupies  Moulton’s  Point,  where  the  British  troop* 
landed  for  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill— open  to  visitors.  City  Sq.  and  Town  Hill  are 
the  parts  in  which  the  first  settlement  was  made  in  1629.  On  the  latter  was  the  flrsl 
palisaded  fort  (1629).  The  house  where  S.  F.  B.  Morse  was  born  is  still  standing  on 
Main  St.,  near  Thompson  Sq. 

Returning  to  Boston  proper  via  Washington  St.,  thru  Haymarket  Sq.,  we  may  turn 
right  into  Hanover  St.,  thence  into  Court  St.,  to  Bowdoln  Sq.  Taking  Cambridge  St. 
here,  we  pass  the  Old  West  Church,  Cambridge  and  Lynde  Sts.,  built  1806,  on  the  site 
of  the  old  wooden  church  (1736),  which  was  a barrack  for  the  British  during  the 
siege.  It  is  now  a branch  of  the  Public  Library.  The  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
is  on  Allen  and  Charles  Sts.,  near  the  river.  Boston  University  (law  school),  12 
Somerset  St.,  and  Genealogical  Society,  18  Somerset  St.,  lie  near  the  New  State  House. 
This  huge  building,  with  its  “Bulfinch  Front”  of  Corinthian  columns  and  its  “Gilded 
Dome,”  was  built  in  1795,  but  the  original  building  is  but  a small  part  of  the  whole, 
which  has  twice  been  enlarged.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  called  the  dome  the  “Hub 
of  the  Universe,”  and  indeed  it  is  very  glitteringly  conspicuous,  especially  in  the  bright 
sunlight.  Opposite  the  Speaker’s  chair  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
hangs  the  “Sacred  Codfish,”  which  Back  Bay  Bluestockings  are  said  secretly  to  wor- 
ship as  a fetish.  In  front  of  the  State  House  are  statues  of  Maj.  Generals  Joseph 
Hooker  and  Charles  Devens,  U.  S.  A.,  the  former  by  D.  C.  French,  the  latter  by  Olm 
Warner.  On  the  west  side  of  the  State  House  runs  Hancock  St.,  formerly  the  resi- 
dence of  many  celebrities;  the  old  Charles  Sumner  house  is  still  standing.  Mt.  Vernon 
St.  was  until  recently  the  residence  of  many  wealthy  and  cultured  Bostonians.  Turn- 
ing into  Beacon  St.,  we  follow  a line  of  historic  houses,  and  turn  left  into  Arlington 
St.,  passing  on  our  right  Commonwealth  Ave.,  a magnificent  boulevard,  with  a park- 
way in  the  center,  and  rows  of  fine  residences.  On  the  corner  of  Arlington  St.  stands 
the  Sears  residence.

Mount  Hope  Cemetery  on  Walk  Hill 
St.  has  many  fine  monuments.  In  Forest  Hills  Cemetery  on  Morton  St.  lies  General 
Joseph  Warren.  Dorchester  Heights  is  the  most  interesting  part  of  this  section  and

W e may  now  return  via  Massachusetts  Ave.,  and  cross  Harvard  Bridge  into  Cam- 
n!!t! n m|n<a t t ®re s t i n g feature  being  Harvard  University,  the  oldest  (1636)  and 
best  known  institution  of  learning  in  the  U.  S.  The  oldest  of  the  buildings  is 
!^re^phtUSefttS  Ha"  (1720)-  Wadsworth  House,  the  home  of  Harvard  University 
Pf?f*dentf?  for  ov®f  a score  of  years,  was  the  temporary  headquarters  of  Washington 
(1G5).  Among  the  interesting  buildings  are  the  Mineralogical  Museum,  Peabody 
Museum  and  the  Agassiz  Museum  on  Divinity  Ave.  The  famous  Glass  Flowers  in 
the  last-named  building,  made  by  the  Blaschkas,  are  so  perfect  as  to  defy  microscopic 
examination  Mentor  al  Hall,  a massive  red  brick  building  with  an  enormous  tower 
was  erected  by  the  alumni  of  the  College  in  memory  of  those  Harvard  men  who  feli 

whlrp  ?9Vnn  *T°  the  as. one  enters  (from  the  south)  is  the  great  refectory 

where  1.200  students  are  fed  thrice  daily.  The  stained  glass  windows  in  this  hall 
are  by  the  most  prominent  artists  and  rank  among  the  best  in  America.  Scores 
of  portraits  of  Harvard  men  of  prominence  adorn  the  walls,  among  them  the  works 
of  Stuart,  Copley,  Trumbull,  et  al.  The  apse  of  the  building  is  occupied  by  Sanders 
Theatre,  seating  1,500,  where  the  commencement  exercises  are  held.  Radcllffe 
College  is  on  Garden  St.  In  Christ  Church  on  Garden  St.  (1759)  Washington  held 
services  New  Year’s  Eve,  (1775).  Its  lead  organ  pipes  were  melted  into  bullets  during 
the  siege  of  Boston.  Under  Washington  Elm,  Garden  St.,  Washington  took  command 
of  the  American  army,  July  3,  1775.  Lowell  house,  Elmwood  Ave.  (1760)  was  once 
the  home  of  Elbridge  Gerry,  Vice-President  (1813).  Here  James  Russell  Lowell  was 
born  and  it  was  long  his  home.  The  Cralgle  House  on  Brattle  St.  was  Washington's 
headquarters  (1775)  and  was  occupied  later  by  Henry  Wadsworth  Longfellow  Mount 
Auburn  Cemetery  on  Brattle  St.,  the  oldest  cemetery  in  U.  S.,  contains  the  tombs  of 
Longfellow,  Lowell,  Sumner,  Phillips  Brooks,  Edward  Everett  and  others  Across 
the  river  on  Soldier’s  Field,  the  gift  of  Maj.  Henry  L.  Higginson,  is  the  famous 
Stadium,  erected  by  the  Class  of  ’79,’  which  wi'i  seat  25,000;  here  the  Harvard  football 
contests  are  played. 

Brookline,  reputed  the  wealthiest  town  ir  the  U.  S.,  has  many  beautiful  estates 
and  charming  houses.  Its  "Muddy  River”  b is  been  made  attractive  as  a part  of  the 
Metropolitan  Park  System,  which  was  laid  out  by  Frederic  Law  Olmstead;  and  the 
Agassiz  Bridge  in  the  Fens  is  very  picturerque.  The  Isabella  Stuart  Gardner  Museum 
of  Art  is  in  the  style  of  an  Italian  palace  and  is  built  from  materials  imported  from 
Venice.  It  is  occasionally  open  to  visitors,  when  admission  Is  charged  and  the  pro- 
ceeds given  to  charity.

First  section  of  the  trunk  route  from  Boston  to  the  Maine  resorts  and  Maritime 
Provinces,  diverging  at  Portsmouth  for  the  White  Mountains.  Via  Ljrim,  Salem, 
Newburyport  and  the  New  Hampshire  beaches.  With  side  trips  to  Nahant,  Marble- 
head and  New  Castle-by-the-Sea.  See  Notes  (a),  (b)  and  (c).  All  fine  State  roads. 

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  Boston  thru  Cambridge,  we  enter  Somerville,  where  a 
side  trip  will  take  us  to  several  interesting  places.  The  old  powder  house,  built  early 
in  the  18th  century,  was  acquired  by  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  (174  <)  and  used  ae 
a magazine.  Here  the  British  seized  259  half-barrels  of  powder  September  1,  1774.  On 
Prospect  Hill  (monument)  was  displayed  the  first  13-stripe  flag  of  the  American  Col- 
onists, though  then  the  stars  had  not  replaced  the  crosses  of  St.  George  and  St.  Andrew. 
Crossing  the  Mystic  River  into  the  Revere  Beach  Parkway,  we  follow  a magnificent 
drive  to  Revere  Beach — the  Coney  Island  of  Boston — visited  daily  by  many  thousands 
in  summer.  The  State  Bath  House  is  a commodious  structure,  and  has  accommodated 
over  10,000  bathers  in  one'  day.  From  Revere  Beach  a pleasant  circuit  ;^ay  made  of 

Wlnthrop,  which  has  a fine  half-moon  beach  crowded  at  either ,®?AJLy  Vrnm  ^Tiian 
Originally  Pullen  Point,  it  became  Point  Shirley,  and  finally  Winthrop,  from  Dean 
Winthrop,  whose  residence  is  still  preserved. 

The  Boulevard  along  Revere  Beach  is  often  crowded,  and  at  certain  hours  ^tomo- 
biles  must  take  the  street  back  of  the  amusement  resorts.  The  Boulevard  becomes 
Lynnway  at  Point  of  Pines  (amusement  resort),  and  just  beyond  we  cross  Saugus 
River  and  enter  Lynn,  known  chiefly  as  the  largest  manufacturing  center  of  women  8 
shoes’ in  the  world,  50,000,000  pairs  being  turned  out  annually.  The  General  ^ecAr„n 
plant  at  West  Lynn  employs  11,000.  High  Rock,  under  whose  shadows  d'tfelt  Moll 
Pitcher,  commands  a splendid  view.  Among  the  interesting  features  nearby  are  Ly  n 
Woods,  2,000  acres;  Lynn  and  Nahant  Beaches;  the  site  of  the  first  iron  works  in  h 
U.  S.  at  Saugus — the  first  kettle  cast  in  the  U.  S.  being  shown  at  the  City  Hall. 

From  Lynn  we  take  a short  run  on  a fine  road  down  the  slender ^ neck  ot\&vA  which 
Inins  Nahant  to  the  mainland.  At  the  extreme  point  is  the  estate  of  Senator  H.  C. 
Lodge,  and  at  Bas^ Point  is  an  amusement  resort,  similar  to  Revere  Beach  Just  bd- 
yond  Lynn  lies  Swampscott,  and  on  the  left  of  Kings  Beach  is  the  beauRful  Mudge 
estate.  We  now  follow  the  old  Puritan  Road  (1620)  and  another  side  trip  will ^tak*  a 
to  Marblehead,  which  is  older  than  Salem  or  Boston,  and  one j of  th®7^os^  ® 

a mpripa n seashore  resorts.  The  old  Town  House  was  built  in  1727,  and  interesting 
places  are  the  old  fort,  the  old  powder  house,  Abbott  Hall,  on  Washington  St. ; the  o 
Jeremiah  Lee  mansion,  now  occupied  as  a bank,  and  the  Skipper  Ireson  house,  C 1 
SL  At  Marblehead  Neck  are  the  Corinthian  and  Eastern  Yacht  Club  houses,  and  the 
finest  yachts  in  America  are  often  seen  in  the  harbor. 

Salem  (Indian  name  Naumkeag),  with  its  Witch  Hill  has  become  bmou  I history 
Its  harbor  originally  defended  by  two  forts  now  crumbling  to  ruin,  was  the  center  or 
a large  East  Indian  trade  just  after  the  Revolution.  From  the  tenth  city  in  the  United 
States  in  1770  it  has  come  down  to  the  120th.  The  town  was  visited  by  a disastr  us 
fire  in  1914,  which,  however,  fortunately  spared  most  of  the  old  historical  landmarks. 

There  are  many  historical  houses  in  Salem,  and  in  Federal  St.  one  can  imagine 
oneself  set  back  100  years.  To  reach  Federal  St.,  continue  on  St.  Peter  St.  one  block 
past  Bown  St.,  and  turn  left  at  the  old  Ward  house  (1684),  with  its  quaint  projecting 
second  story.  At  138  Federal  St.  is  the  old  Assembly  House  now  a private  residence, 
in  which  Lafayette  dined  (1784)  and  Washington  danced  (1789).  Just  beyond  is  the 
Court  House,  which  contains  the  records  of  witchcraft  and  the  death  w^rant  of  Bridget 
Bishop-  many  famous  portraits  adorn  the  library  and  the  halls.  Turning  left  into  North 
ot  on  our  right  is  the  Corwin  House;  a block  beyond  turn  left  into  Norman  St.,  which 
^ns  ms^the  old  station  inro  FrontSt.,  where  on  our  right,  is  the  Grimshaw  house 
(the  home  of  Miss  Sophia  Peabody  before  her  marriage  to  Nathaniel  Hawthorne).  A 
left  turn  into  Liberty  St.  brings  us  to  Essex  St.,  whore  the  Peabody  Academy  of  Science 
and  the  Athenaeum  Library  are  located.  Two  blocks  east  we  turn  right  into  Union 
St.-  on  our  left  is  Hawthorne’s  birthplace,  and  turning  left  into  Derby  St.  on  our  left 
is  the  old  Custom  House,  where  Nathaniel  Hawthorne  worked.  On  Turner  St.  is  the 
House  of  Seven  Gables.  The  old  witch  house,  in  which  some  of  the  witch  trials  wefe 
held  was  the  residence  of  Roger  Williams  (1635-36),  and  is  one  of  the  oldest  houses  in 
the  country.  Witch  Hill  lies  about  one  mile  to  the  west  of  Salem,  ^ut  Danver*  was  J?* 
actual  scene  of  the  witchcraft  delusion;  twenty  persons  were  put  to  death  thru  the 

jScf.U™  of  eight  girl,.  Crossing  a long  bridge JZ JTun&S 
Beverly,  famous  as  the  summer  residence  of  ex-President  Taft  Beverly,  rounueo 
1628,  was  known  as  the  “Yankee  Sorrento."  Hale  St  runs  many r™"***^  shore 

line,  with  beautiful  trees.  Among  the  interesting  points  are  themanslonof  John  Cabot 
(1779),  now  Historical  Society  building;  the  birthplace  of  ^cy  ^^com,  13 
Ktrpet-  the  old  Parish  Church  (1770);  the  residence  of  Dr.  O.  W.  Holmes,  Hale  street.

Descriptive  Outline — This  route  follows  Route  231  to  Beverly  where  it  leaves  to  the 
right  following  Hale  Street  and  the  North  Shore  Boulevard  through  the  Beverly  woods 
to  Beverly  Farms.  Our  drive  passes  many  magnificent  estates,  and  from  the  winding 
road  we  get  glimpses  of  the  shore.  At  Magnolia  are  fine  hotels,  and  we  entei 
Gloucester,  running  along  the  shore  of  a beautiful  harbor.  Gloucester  was  founded  in 
1623  by  the  Rev.  John  White.  Its  main  object  was  the  development  of  the  fisheries, 
and  not  the  establishment  of  a religious  colony,  as  is  sometimes  stated.  Among  the 
men  born  or  who  made  their  homes,  in  the  city  were  Gen.  Ben.  F.  Butler,  Governor 
of  Massachusetts  and  nominee  for  President  0 884);  William  Winter,  famous  dramatic 
critic;  John  Hays  Hammond,  mining  expert  and  engineer,  whose  residence  is  near 
Freshwater  Cove;  A.  Piatt  Andrew,  whose  magnificent  home  is  on  Eastern  Point.  The. 
summer  residents  have  among  their  number  Hon.  J.  Sloat  Fassett,  Gen.  Anson  G. 
Mills  USA,  retired;  Brig.-Gen.  G.  C.  Reid,  U.  S.  A.,  and  the  Siamese  and  Peruvian 
Legations.  Gloucester  was  the  birthplace  of  Universalism  in  America.  The  Unitarian 
Church  (built  1738)  was  bombarded  by  the  British  in  1775.  One  of  the  cannon  balls 
fired  at  it  is  in  the  vestibule  of  the  present  edifice  (erected  1S28).  Stage  Fort  Park, 
named  from  the  fort  whose  outlines  may  still  be  traced,  is  the  site  of  the  first  settle 
ment  on  Massachusetts  Bay.  This  event  is  commemorated  by  the  large  tablet  on  the 
huge  boulder  in  the  park.  Norman’s  Woe,  made  famous  by  Longfellow's  "Wreck  of 
the  Hesperus  ” is  off  the  suburb  of  Magnolia.  On  Middle  Street  are  more  than  ten  pre- 
Revolutionary  houses.  Old  Mother  Ann,  a curious  rock  formation  on  the  end  of 
Eastern  Point’  Wingearsheek  Beach,  Annisquam  Willows,  forming  a complete  arch- 
way over  the  road;  Long  Beach,  with  a magnificent  view,  with  Twin  Lights  and 
Thatchers  Island  in  the  foreground,  are  well  worth  notice.  The  fisheries  and  -fish- 
curing  plants  form  the  chief  industries  of  the  city.  Some  of  the  largest  plants  are 
oDen  to  visitors  The  Board  of  Trade  invites  visitors  to  call  at  its  rooms  (Main  and 
Duncan  Streets)  where  more  detailed  information  is  available.  One  should  not  miss 
the  incomparable  14-mile  drive  around  Cape  Ann  through  Rockport,  Pigeon  Cove, 
Lanesvllle  and  Annisquam— Route  233A.  After  our  drive  around  the  Cape  we  may 
continue  our  trip  throng  Ipswich  into  Newburyport,  as  per  Routes  234  and  231.

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  Boston  through  Watertown,  we  pass  the  Government 
Arsenal,  with  its  million-pound  testing  machine.  Here  are  manufactured  gun  car- 
tridges, shot,  shell,  etc.  Waltham  was  the  home  of  Gov.  Nathaniel  P.  Banks,  whoso 
residence  is  still  standing  on  the  ground  now  owned  by  the  Metz  Mfg  Co.  Among 
the  interesting  sights  at  Waltham  are  the  Burgoyne  Elm,  under  which  part  of  the 
captured  army  rested,  and  the  Waverly  Oaks.  Prospect  Hill  is  said  to  have  been  the 
first  land  sighted  by  those  who  chartered  Massachusetts  Bay.  The  principal  industry 
is  the  manufacture  of  watches.  The  Waltham  watch  factory  is  said  to  be  the 
largest  in  the  world,  employing  nearly  4500  employees  and  turning  out  3000  complete 
watches  daily.  The  old  mill  of  the  Boston  Mfg.  Co.  is  said  to  he  the  first  mm  in  this 
country  where  all  the  operations  of  cotton  manufacturing  were  performed  under  one 
roof  A pleasant  drive  takes  us  through  Maynard  and  Bolton.  Here  a side  trip  may 
be  taken  to  Clinton,  on  the  Wachusett  Reservoir,  and  to  Sterling.  Passing  through 
Leominster,  we  reach  Fitchburg.  Among  those  who  have  lived  there  were  Gen.  Nelson 
A Miles  Charles  Robinson,  pioneer  Governor  of  Kansas;  Asa  Thurston,  first  mission- 
ary  to  the  Sandwich  Islands;  Mis.  E.  T.  Hill,  journalist;  S.  H.  Adams,  sculptor; 
Eleanor  Norcross,  painter;  Samuel  Winslow,  first  secretary  of  the  American  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions,  and  many  others.  The  State  Normal  School  and  the  Practical  Arts 
School  are  worthy  of  note.  Chief  among  the  points  of  interest  is  Rollstone  Boulder 
(100  tons).  It  is  part  of  a glacial  deposit,  and  the  nearest  stone  of  similar  formation 
is  over  100  miles  distant.  In  1748  Indians  attacked  the  garrison  and  carried  away 
Captain  Fitch  and  family  to  Canada.  Whalorn  Lake  and  Recreation  Park,  containing 
largest  open-air  theater  in  New  England,  Mt.  Wachusett  (2280  ft.)  and  Coggeshall 
Park  should  be  seen.  The  chief  industries  are  the  manufacture  of  small  arms  and 
paper,  although  there  are  other  factories  throughout  the  city.

Points  of  Interest. — Plymouth  is  of  the  greatest  interest  to  the  student  of  history, 
the  Mayflower,  which  cast  anchor  off  Plymouth,  December  21,  1620,  is  known  aro*”*d 
the  world.

Principal  trunk-line  to  the  White  Mountains  from  the  New  Hampshire-Massa- 
chusetts  coast.  Via  Dover,  the  Conways  and  the  Crawford  Notch.  The  Notch 
now  offers  no  great  difficulty,  the  road  having  been  splendidly  improved  all  th< 
way  to  Bretton  Woods.  This  is  the  East  Side  Boulevard,  and  is  marked  by  th< 
State  with  bands  on  telegraph  poles,  fences  and  culverts.  These  bands  are  yellow 
to  Glen  Sta..  and  then  red  the  remainder  of  the  way. 

Descriptive  Outline — As  we  motor  northwest  along  the  Piscataqua  River,  we 
cross  Great  Bay  on  a series  of  bridges  to  Dover  Point,  Edward  Hilton’s  set- 
tlement of  1623,  known  as  Bloody  Point,  or  Wecanacolunt.  The  road  now  runs 
along  a tongue  of  land  between  the  Piscataqua  and  Bellamy  rivers,  which  fur- 
nishes power  for  cotton  and  woolen  mills,  Among  the  interesting  points  are  th< 
Old  Court  House,  1791,  where  Webster  and  Jeremiah  Mason  have  spoken.  The  ole 

New  Hampshire  house,  where  Lincoln  was  entertained,  now  is  a convent.  The  ole 

residence  of  Dr.  Ezra  Green,  the  centenarian,  who  served  as  a surgeon  with  Pau 
Jones,  is  on  Silver  St.  Drew  Garrison  is  a log  fortification  that  was  used  as  z 
protection  against  the  Indians.  John  P.  Hale,  first  abolition  Senator  in  the  U.  S 
Senate,  lived  on  Central  Ave.  Many  of  these  houses  are  nearly  200  years  old 
At  Sawyers  Mills,  on  the  Bellamy  River,  is  the  plant  of  the  American  Woolen  Coi 
Cocheco  Mills  are  near  the  center  of  the  city.  From  Garrison  Hill  one  may  obtaii 
a magnificent  view  of  the  city.  At  the  Granite  State  Trotting  Park  of  the  Hon 
Frank  Jones,  the  road  to  our  right  runs  to  Somersworth,  also  a manufacturinj 

town  on  the  great  falls  of  the  Salmon  Falls  River.  Just  across,  in  Berwick,  lies  the 

Pine  Hill  of  Sarah  Orne  Jewett's  “Tory  Lover.”  Garrison  Hill,  near  the  road 
side,  was  the  garrison  in  1642.  There  is  now  an  observatory,  with  fine  views  of  the 
surrounding  hills.  The  New  Hampshire  College  is  in  Durham. 

Rochester,  situated  between  Salmon  Falls  and  Cocheco  rivers,  was  named  for  th< 
Earl  of  Rochester,  though  formerly  called  Norway  Plains.  It  is  a manufacturini 
city,  the  Gonic  mills  being  situated  on  the  Squamagonic  Falls,  mentioned  by  Whit 
tier.  Rochester  is  the  birthplace  of  John  P.  Hale  and  Daniel  Lothron,  and  has  man: 
interesting  old  houses.  We  now  run  nearly  north  through  a rolling  country,  havinf 
a view  at  Ossipee  of  the  Ossipee  Valley  and  of  Ossipee  Lake  on  our  right.  Ai 
Chocorua  we  run  along  the  shore  of  a pretty  little  lake,  and  enter  Conway,  oi 
Saco  River,  at  the  gateway  of  the  White  Mountains.  Passing  along  the  "Inter 
vales”  of  the  Saco  River,  a beautiful,  wide  valley,  lined  with  hotels  and  cottages 
we  reach  Glen,  where  the  route  of  the  new  State  Highway  turns  north  to  Jack 
son  and  ascend  the  Spruce  River  through  Pinkham  Notch  to  the  base  of  Mourn 
Washington,  and  on  to  Gorham.  Our  route  follows  the  narrowing  valley  of  tin 
Saco  River  through  Bemls  and  passes  the  site  of  the  Willey  house,  where  in  182 
the  Willey  family  was  buried  under  a landslide.  Just  beyond  is  the  foot  of  th< 
Tug  of  War  Hill,  which  is  now  so  improved  that  even  small  cars  ascend  it  witl 
ease.  At  the  top,  looking  back,  is  the  superb  view  of  the  valley  and  mountains 
Passing  Crawford  House  on  our  left,  we  reach  Bretton  Woods  (see  White  Mountaii 
Section).

Among  its  graduates  were  Edward  Everett  and  George  Bancroft,  while  Daniel  Webster 
was  a student  at  the  school.  The  most  conspicuous  of  Exeter’s  homesteads  is  the 
Governor  Gilman  house,  the  home  of  Daniel  and  Nicholas  Gilman.  Our  trip  now  runs 
westward  along  the  Pawtuckaway  River  through  Raymond,  where  a branch  road  will 
take  us  into  Manchester.  At  Suncook  we  join  Route  237.

Principal  route  along  the  Merrimac  and  Pemigewasset  Valleys,  through  Franklin 
and  Meredith,  and  then  along  the  shores  of  Lakes  Winnipesaukee  and  Squam,  and 
back  to  the  Pemigewasset  Valley  at  Plymouth,  and  up  through  the  Profile  Notch  into 
Bretton  Woods  by  way  of  Twin  Mountain  House.  Almost  all  State  road  in  very  fine 
condition.  This  is  the  Merrimac  Valley  Boulevard,  and  is  marked  by  the  State  with 
green  bands  on  telegraph  poles  and  culverts.  It  is  probably  the  most  beautiful  trip — 
both  scenically  and  from  the  standpoint  of  good  road-surface — in  all  New  Hampshire. 

Descriptive  Outline — The  Merrimac  Valley  route  to  the  White  Mountains  is  one  of 
the  most  pleasing  entrances  to  that  region,  and  carries  a large  percentage  of  the 
travel.  We  cross  the  Contoocook  River  at  Penacook,  near  Duston’s  Island,  where  is 
erected  a statue  to  Mrs.  Hannah  Duston,  who  killed  ten  of  twelve  of  her  Indian  cap- 
tors,  and  made  good  her  escape.  Boscawen  is  pleasantly  situated  on  the  bank  of  the 
river.  Franklin  lies  at  the  junction  of  the  Pemigewasset  and  Winnipesaukee  Rivers, 
forming  the  Merrimac.  The  old  covered  bridge  (1802)  is  still  in  use,  having  been 
made  a free  bridge  in  1855.  Daniel  Webster  was  born  about  3 miles  southwest  of 
Franklin,  and  Webster’s  Lake  to  the  northwest  is  named  for  the  statesman.  At 
Franklin  we  turn  right  through  the  old  covered  bridge  (1802)  and  follow  the  Winni- 
pesaukee River  through  Franklin  Falls,  a manufacturing  village,  to  Tilton,  with  its 
55-ft.  Tilton  Memorial  Arch.  Our  road  now  follows  the  shore  of  Sanborn  Bay,  and 
crosses  at  its  junction  with  Lake  Winnisquam.  Laconia  is  one  of  the  most  popular  re- 
sorts in  the  Winnipesaukee  district,  and  Lakeport,  farther  along,  is  situated  at  the

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southern  extremity  of  Long  Bay  or  Lake  Paugus.  This  entire  chain  of  lakes  forms  an 
unbroken  scene  of  natural  loveliness,  the  name  Winnisquam  meaning  “Beautiful 
Water.”  At  Weirs  is  Endicott  Rock,  surmounted  by  a stone  memorial.  It  was 
marked  in  1652  by  surveyors  sent  out  by  Gov.  Endicott.  From  this  pretty  little  sub- 
urb we  cross  an  inlet  and  follow  a hilly  road,  with  magnificent  views  of  the  lakes 
through  Meredith.  We  now  run  in  a northwesterly  direction  to  the  south  end  of 
Squam  Lake,  and  so  into  Holderness;  thence  we  cross  the  isthmus  between  Squam 
Lake  and  Little  Squam  to  Ashland.  Here  our  road  turns  north  along  the  Pemigewasset 
River  to  Plymouth,  where  numerous  routes  radiate  to  all  parts  of  New  Hampshire  and 
contiguous  Vermont.

Descriptive  Outline — Starting  at  White  River  Junction,  we  follow  the  valley  of  the 
Ottaqueechee  River,  with  its  “Queechee  Gulf”  into  Woodstock,  a noted  summer  and 
autumn  resort,  and  the  birthplace  of  Hiram  Powers,  the  sculptor,  and  George  P. 
Marsh,  the  diplomatist.  From  Woodstock  we  continue  up  the  Quechee  River,  passing 
Morgan’s  Park  (on  left)  and  East  Mountain  (on  right)  at  Sherburne.  We  turn  left 
over  Sheburne  Mountain,  a part  of  the  Green  Mountain  Range,  with  steep  grades,  but 
considered  the  easiest  pass  over  the  mountains.  The  scenery  is  of  the  finest,  especially 
in  the  early  autumn,  the  route  being  along  the  base  of  Mount  Killington,  the  second 
highest  mountain  in  the  State.  We  pass  Pico  Peak  on  our  left,  and  descend  a steep 
grade  into  Rutland.

Points  of  Interest — Keene  is  beautifully  situated  on  the  Ashuelot  River  at  the 
foot  of  Beach  Hill  on  the  east.  First  settled  in  1733  as  Upper  Ashuelot,  it  was  aban- 
doned in  1746  on  account  of  Indian  depredations  and  afterward  incorporated  as  Keene 
(1753)  in  honor  of  Sir  Benjamin  Keene.  Many  illustrious  sons  of  the  city  have  made 
nation-wide  reputations  for  themselves;  among  the  more  prominent  were  Gen.  James 
Reed,  of  Revolutionary  fame;  Gen.  S.  G.  Griffin,  prominent  in  the  Civil  War;  H.  R. 
Schoolcraft,  ornithologist  and  author,  and  Hon.  Salmon  P.  Chase,  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  under  Lincoln,  and  later  Chief  Justice  of  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court.  The  old 
Indian  Fort,  used  until  1746,  and  the  State  Normal  School,  are  worthy  of  note.  The 
city  possesses  several  beautiful  parks,  the  largest  being  Robin  Hood  Forest  Park  (100 
acres).  Horatian  Park,  one  of  the  most  attractive,  has  an  elevation  of  1069  feet. 
Charming  drives  may  be  taken  in  almost  any  direction,  and  lead  through  some  of  the 
most  entrancing  lake  scenery  in  New  Hampshire.  Keene  has  manufactures  of  furni- 
ture, woodenware  and  pottery.

Route  Center — Bretton  Woods  is  made  the  terminus  of  nearly  all  the  routes  enter- 
ing- this  section,  solely  as  a matter  of  convenience,  and  on  account  of  its  central  loca- 
tion. Sharing  equally  in  its  advantages  as  a tourist  center,  are  Crawford  House,  Twin 
Mountain  House,  Jefferson,  Jackson,  Gorham,  Intervale,  the  Woodstocks,  Franconia, 
Bethlehem  and  last,  but  preferred  by  many,  the  Profile  House.  The  main  road  along 
the  Ammonoosuc  Valley  passes  the  Bretton  Woods  RR.  station,  and  here  is  the  Junc- 
tion of  the  cog  railway  which  ascends  Mount  Washington.  This  is  one  of  the  greatest 
features  of  a trip  to  this  section  and  affords  the  opportunity  of  an  unparalleled  view  of 
the  mountain.  Speed  limits  on  the  principal  roads  in  the  White  Mountains  are  16 
miles  an  hour;  6 miles  passing  hotels  and  settlements. 

Points  of  Interest — A detailed  description  of  all  the  many  beautiful  drives,  walks 
and  climbs  in  the  White  Mountains  is  impossible  here,  and  the  tourist  is  referred  to 
the  many  complete  guide  books,  particularly  that  of  the  Appalachian  Mountain  Club, 
founded  1876,  which  has  done  excellent  service  in  making  paths,  setting  up  signposts, 
providing  caretakers  for  the  shelter  huts,  etc.  For  an  extended  stay  the  tourist  should 
provide  himself  with  maps  of  this  section,  the  best  being,  perhaps,  those  published  by 
the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey.  The  Pilot  Road  maps  will  be  found  of  value,  showing  the 
White  Mountain  section  in  detail  on  pages  890-891.  The  various  hotels  issue  maps 
and  pamphlets,  covering  the  chidf  points,  briefly  outlined  below. 

i he  White  Mountains  are  a portion  of  the  Appalachian  system,  extending  from  the 
Gulf  to  New  Brunswick,  and  usually  understood  to  be  that  part  of  the  range  lying 
wholly  within  New  Hampshire,  and  extending  from  Plymouth  on  the  south  to  Groveton 
on  the  north.  The  western  portion  of  the  range  is  called  the  Franconia  Mountains, 
and  the  central  group,  including  the  majestic  Mount  Washington,  is  called  the  Presi- 
dential Range,  from  the  fact  that  its  various  peaks  are  named  after  the  early  Presi- 
dents. Mount  Washington  (6,293  feet)  is  the  most  notable  peak  east  of  the  Rockies, 
though  not  the  highest,  and  the  view  from  the  summit  is  sublime,  especially  at  sunset 
or  sunrise.  Accommodation  is  provided  at  the  summit  for  guests  who  wish  to  remain 
over  night.  The  scenery  of  this  entire  region  is  superb,  and  a stay  of  weeks  is  all  too 
short  to  gain  a comprehensive  idea  of  its  varying  and  manifold  delights. 
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Route  461  White  Mountains  Section 

Bretton  Woods,  as  already  indicated,  is  the  chief  route  terminus,  though  really  no 
more  than  a station  with  two  magnificent  hotels — “The  Mount  Pleasant”  and  "The 
Mount  Washington” — separated  by  a level  valley,  laid  out  as  a golf  course — splendid 
views  from  the  porches  of  either  hotel.  There  are  many  pleasant  walks  to  the  neigh- 
boring streams  and  mountains,  and  the  ascent  of  Mount  Washington  may  be  made 
by  cog  railway  or  by  foot  from  Bretton  Woods.  Three  miles  to  the  south  lies  Crawford 
House,  which  faces  a small  lake,  the  source  of  the  Saco  River,  flowing  south  through 
the  famous  Crawford  Notch,  named  for  an  early  settler;  monument  near  the  Mount 
Washington  House.  The  old  Notch  House  at  the  gate  of  the  Notch,  was  burned  in 
1856.  On  the  right  is  Mount  Tom  Crawford,  named  for  the  proprietor  of  the  old  Notch 
House,  and  next  is  Mount  Field,  named  for  Darby  Field,  who  made  the  first  ascent  of 
Mount  Washington  (1642).  Beyond  is  Mount  Willey  (4,261  feet,)  famous  for  the 
avalanche  which  destroyed  the  Willey  family  in  1826.  From  the  front  of  the  Crawford 
is  a fine  view  of  the  narrowest  part  of  the  pass,  the  cliff  on  the  left  being  called 
“Elephant’s  Head”  (view).  The  elevation  at  the  summit  of  the  pass  is  1,920  feet,  and 
here  divide  the  waters  of  Dong  Island  Sound  and  the  Gulf  of  Maine. 

The  first  road  through  the  pass  was  built  in  1803,  and  in  the  succeeding  years  has 
been  greatly  improved,  but  a much  better  view  of  the  mountains  and  the  Notch  can 
be  had  from  the  train  than  by  auto.  Among  the  interesting  points  around  the  Notch 
are  the  Pulpit,  the  Dismal  Pool,  the  Flume  and  Silver  Cascades,  and  the  Devil’s  Den. 
Farther  down  the  valley  is  Bemis,  on  Nancy’s  Brook,  named  for  a girl  who  followed  hei 
runaway  lover  down  the  Notch  and  perished  in  the  snow  by  the  brook.  The  stone 
cottage  on  the  right  was  built  by  Dr.  Bemis,  an  erratic  Boston  dentist,  who  willed  it 
to  the  man  who  had  taken  care  of  him  and  his  property. 

Intervale  and  the  Conways  are  beautifully  situated  in  the  widening  valley  of  the 
Saco,  and  are  favorite  resorts  for  those  who  wish  to  combine  the  restfulness  of  the 
valley  with  the  inspiring  view  of  the  majestic  Presidential  Range.  Pleasant  walks  may 
be  taken  to  Echo  Lake  at  the  foot  of  White  Mountain  ledge,  Diana’s  Baths,  Mount 
Kearsarge  (Pequawket — 3,270  feet)  command  a fine  view.  Returning  up  the  valley, 
we  may  turn  right  to  Jackson,  situated  in  one  of  the  most  picturesque  of  the  lesser 
groups  of  mountains,  where  are  many  fine  walks  and  drives.  Continuing  north  on  the 
course  of  the  proposed  trunk  line  highway  north  along  the  Ellis  River,  we  ascend 
Pinkham  Notch,  recently  improved  and  made  a State  road.  Glen  House,  built  on  the 
site  of  the  more  pretentious  hotel  destroyed  by  fire  in  1894,  is  the  starting  point  for 
the  ascent  of  Mount  Washington  by  carriage  road — a splendid  piece  of  engineering, 
ascending  with  average  grades  of  600  feet  to  the  mile. 

Descending  the  Peabody  eight  miles  we  come  to  Gorham,  on  the  Androscoggin,  a 
restful  and  beautiful  town  of  about  2,500  inhabitants,  800  feet  above  sea  level,  the 
nearest  village  to  the  summit  of  Mount  Washington,  and  long  known  as  the  “gateway” 
to  the  mountain  region.  For  many  seasons  it  was  the  summer  home  of  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Starr  King,  author  of  “The  White  Hills.”  It  is  the  favorite  headquarters  of 
the  constantly  increasing  army  of  mountain  climbers.  Its  Alpine  surroundings,  pure 
water  and  invigorating  atmosphere  render  it  an  ideal  resort. 

At  Randolph  is  a fine  view  of  Mount  Adams  (5.805  feet)  on  the  left,  and  here  is  the 
beginning  of  one  of  the  easiest  and  shortest  trails  to  the  summit  of  Presidential 
Range.  Jefferson,  on  a spur  of  the  Starr  King  Mountain  (3,919  feet),  boasts  of  a 
splendid  hotel,  and  the  views  of  the  mountains  across  the  valley  are  very  fine.  There  is 
a path  to  the  summit  of  Mount  Starr  King,  and  other  pleasant  walks  and  drives  invite 
the  tourist.  Lancaster  and  Whitefield  are  on  the  northern  outskirts  of  the  White 
Mountains,  and  command  splendid  views.  Bethlehem,  on  an  elevated  plateau,  reached 
by  a long  climb  from  the  river,  is  a picturesque  village  at  the  foot  of  Mount  Agassiz 
(2,394  feet) — view  tower  25c.  Maplewood,  two  miles  east,  is  also  a popular  tourist 
center.  See  the  famous  Casino  and  hillside  golf  course.  Here  roads  diverge  for 
Whitefield  and  Franconia.  Perhaps  the  best  views  of  the  Presidential  Range  may  be 
obtained  from  the  summit  of  Ore  Hill,  near  Sugar  Hill  Village. 

The  Profile  House  at  the  north  end  of  Franconia  Notch  is  in  the  opinion  of  many 
located  in  the  most  picturesque  spot  in  the  mountains.  It  is  the  terminus  of  the 
narrow-gauge  railway  which  runs  from  Bethlehem  Junction.  Rising  sheer  on  the  south 
is  Mount  Cannon  or  Profile  Mountain  (4,107  feet).  Opposite  frowningly  stands  Eagle 
Cliff,  the  awesome  bluff  which  fronts  Echo  Lake  and  gives  the  famous  echoes.  A steep 
path  leads  to  the  top  of  Mount  Cannon— view.  Profile  Ledges  afford  the  best  point  of 
view;  seen  from  the  road,  these  ledges  form  the  profile  of  the  "Old  Man  of  the  Moun- 
tain,” mentioned  in  Hawthorne’s  “Great  Stone  Face.”  Below  the  Profile  House  the 
road  runs  through  a narrow  vallev  to  the  Flume  House,  at  the  base  of  Mount  Pem- 
igewasset  (2,563  feet).  A half-mile  to  the  east  is  the  flume,  a rocky  gorge  700  feet 
long  and  70  feet  high.

The  most  practicable  inland  route  from  the  West  to  the  East  across  the  State  of 
Maine,  connecting  at  various  points  with  cross-routes  for  the  North  and  South  State 
gravel  in  New  Hampshire;  balance  fair-to-good  gravel  and  dirt  with  ever-increasing 
stretches  of  State  road. 


Descriptive  Outline — Circling  Cherry  Mountain,  we  descend  into  the  valley  of 
Moose  River,  a picturesque  drive  between  Randolph  Mountain  on  the  left  and  Mount 
Adams  on  the  right,  coming  into  Androscoggin  Valley  at  Gorham.  Crossing  the 
State  Line  we  follow  the  river  all  the  way  with  occasional  stretches  of  State  Road 
into  Rumford,  formerly  Rumford  Falls,  from  the  180-ft. -falls  in  the  river  which  fur- 
nish  power  to  several  manufacturing  plants  of  woolen  goods,  chemicals’  and  paper. 
Beyond  Dixfield  we  turn  left  over  the  hills  into  Wilton  at  the  head  of  a fine  fishing

Farmington,  on  the  Sandy  River,  is  the  junction  of  the  principal  route  to  Rangeley. 
Farmington  is  said  to  be  the  most  beautiful  village  of  its  size  in  Maine.  It  is  an 
educational  center,  the  State  Normal  School  and  the  Abbott  School  (the  only  limited 
home  school  in  the  State)  being  located  here.  Opposite  is  the  historic  homestead  of 
Jacob  Abbott,  author  of  the  Rollo  Books,  and  one  of  the  first  to  write  stories  for 
children.  The  birthplace  of  the  late  diva,  Lillian  Nordica,  is  about  two  miles  from 
the  village.  The  Cutler  Library,  although  small,  is  one  of  the  most  expensive  and 
best  arranged  of  the  Maine  libraries.  A winding  road  along  the  Sandy  River  takes 
us  to  Skowhegan,  a manufacturing  village  on  the  Kennebec, River.  We  now  come  to 
the  rolling  plains  of  northern  Maine,  and  as  we  proceed  the  natural  roads  become 
finer  with  a wider  view.  At  Newport  is  the  beautiful  Sebasticook  Lake,  and  a splendid 
automobile  road  takes  us  into  Bangor.  (See  Bangor  Section  )

Adams  on  the  right,  coming  into  Androscoggin  Valley  at  Gorham.  Crossing  the  State 
Line  we  follow  the  river  all  the  way,  with  occasional  stretches  of  State  Road  into 
Rumford,  formerly  Rumford  Falls,  from  the  180-ft.  falls  in  the  river,  which  furnish 
power  to  several  manufacturing  plants  of  woolen  goods,  chemicals  and  paper.  At 
Dixfield  we  turn  north  through  several  small  towns  through  the  wilderness.  The  roads 
are  hilly,  narrow  and  winding,  but  are  for  the  most  part  improved  dirt  and  gravel 
Saddleback  Mountain  (4000  ft.)  is  on  our  right  after  we  leave  Madrid.  The  Rangeley 
Lakes  are  a chain  of  lovely  lakes  covering  80  square  miles,  all  connected  by  navigable 
waterways.  They  are  a veritable  fisherman’s  paradise,  being  well  stocked  with 
trout  and  other  game  fish.  Rangeley  is  7 miles  long  by  2 miles  wide— elevation 
1511  feet.  Mooselookmeguntic  is  10  miles  long  and  varies  in  width  from  2-4  miles.

2 or  3 miles  of  quarry  dust,  Barre  to  East  Barre;  very  trying  in  dry  weather. 

Descriptive  Outline — Diverging  from  Route  479  at  Wells  River,  we  continue  west 
through  Groton  and  Orange  to  Barre,  with  its  immense  granite  quarries.  Montpelier, 
the  capital  of  the  State,  is  on  the  Winooski,  and  has  a handsome  State  House,  with  a 
statue  of  Ethan  Allen  in  the  portico.  Among  the  points  of  interest  are  Admiral  Dewey’s 
birthplace,  a comfortable  little  story-and-a-half  brick  house,  and  the  Montpelier  Art 
Gallery,  which  is  housed  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building.  We  now  follow  the  Winooski 
River  through  Middlesex  Narrows,  a rocky  gorge,  into  Waterbury.  As  we  approach 
the  Green  Mountains  the  views  improve.  Off  to  the  right  is  Mt.  Mansfield  (4,364  ft.), 
the  highest  of  the  Green  Mountains,  accessible  by  carriage  road  from  Waterbury. 
Camel’s  Hump  (4,090  ft.)  may  be  seen  to  the  left,  and  we  pass  close  to  Bolton  Falls  on 
the  river.  Beyond  Richmond  we  cross  the  valley,  and  ascend  French’s  Hill  to  Wllliston, 
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Route  482  White  Mountains  Section 

where,  looking-  back,  we  obtain  an  enjoyable  view  of  the  Green  Mountains,  Mt.  Mans- 
field and  Camel’s  Hump  being  plainly  visible.

Via  Lake  Sunapee,  Newport,  Claremont,  Springfield,  Chester  and  Peru  Mountain. 
From  Franklin  to  the  Connecticut  River  is  about  one-half  good  State  road;  the  balance 
is  mostly  fair-to-poor  dirt,  in  alternating  stretches.  In  Vermont  the  roads  are  fairly 
good  gravel  and  dirt,  with  a steep  climb  over  Peru  Mountain. 

Descriptive  Outline. — This  route  is  a part  of  “The  Ideal  Tour”;  but  it  has  been 
changed  to  cover  better  roads  than  those  over  which  the  tour  was  originally  laid  out. 
Running  west  from  Franklin,  we  pass  Webster  Lake,  named  after  the  great  orator’s 
birthplace  nearby.  At  Potter  Place,  we  turn  left  through  Elkins  and  New  London, 
skirting  the  northern  shore  of  Lake  Sunapee  and  passing  Little  Sunapee  Lake.  Sunapee 
Village  and  Newport  lie  on  our  way  to  Claremont.  We  pass  the  Connecticut  River  on  a 
toll-bridge,  beyond  Charlestown,  and  run  northeast  to  Springfield.  The  country  around 
Chester  affords  beautiful  views  of  the  Williams  River  and  occasionally  of  the  Green 
Mountains.  The  road  beyond,  while  steeper,  can  be  negotiated  without  difficulty.  At 
Peru,  we  pass  a quaint  old  inn,  and  shortly  reach  the  backbone  of  the  Green  Moun- 
tains, descending  a very  steep  winding  grade  into  Manchester  (described  in  the  Man- 
chester Section).

The  village  itself  is  very  attractive,  and  the  Mark  Skinner 
Library,  the  Burr  and  Burton  Seminary  and  the  Soldiers’  Monument  are  of  especial 
interest.  The  golf  links  of  the  Ekwanok  Country  Club  are  considered  among  the  best 
in  the  country.  Among  the  beautiful  drives  is  the  one  around  Mt.  Equinox  through  the 
Notch,  and  along  the  Green  River  Valley.  The  drive  along  the  Battenkill  is  also 
pleasing.

Points  of  Interest— Burlington  is  beautifully  situated  between  the  Winooski  River 
and  Lake  Champlain.  It  is  the  largest  city  in  Vermont  and  enjoys  a large  lumber  trade 
It  has  a safe  and  charming  harbor,  sheltered  on  the  north  by  Rock  Point  and  on  the 
south  by  ‘Red  Rocks”  and  Shelburne  Point,  on  the  latter  of  which  is  the  estate  of  Dr 
W.  Seward  Webb,  to  which  automobiles  are  admitted.  Gen.  Ethan  Allen,  the  hero  of 
Ticonderoga,  li6S  buried  in  Greenmount  Cemetery.  His  grave  is  surmounted  by  a 
handsome  monument  42  feet  in  height.  The  site  of  his  home  is  now  Ethan  Allen  Park 
The  Richardson  Block  has  been  erected  on  the  site  of  the  home  of#ion  George  P* 
Marsh,  diplomatist.  Gen.  O.  O.  Howard,  of  Civil  War  fame,  was  born  here.  In  a 
buildmg  standing  at  Williams  and  Pearl  Streets,  the  Duke  of  Kent,  father  of  Queen 
Victoria,  was  entertained  in  1793.  Vermont  University  occupies  a prominent  part  of  the 
city.  Its  buildings  are  situated  on  a hillside  and  command  a magnificent  view  of  the 
lake.  The  corner-stone  was  laid  by  Lafayette  in  1825,  and  a statue  of  the  noted 
general  stands  on  the  campus.  Battery  Park  now  covers  the  site  of  the  Battery  that 
was  the  protection  of  Burlington  during  1812.  Rock  Dunder,  out  in  the  lake,  was  mis- 
taken by  the  British  for  a U.  S.  vessel  in  1812  and  riddled  with  shots.  The  more 
interesting  buildings  are  the  Masonic  Temple,  the  estate  of  Col.  L.  G.  B.  Cannon  the 
Public  Library  and  the  handsome  churches.  Fort  Ethan  Allen,  now  a U.  S.  Army 
cavalry  post,  is  four  miles  from  the  city,  and  pleasant  drives  are  to  be  had  to  the 
various  parks  and  other  points  of  scenic  beauty.  Steamers  connect  with  Fort  Kent, 
Essex,  Plattsburg,  and  other  ports  on  Lake  Champlain.  For  those  who  wish  to  make 
an  extended  stay  in  the  city  in  order  to  see  the  historic  features  and  enjoy  the  beauties 
or  the  scenery  it  would  be  of  advantage  to  communicate  with  the  Financial  Secretary 
of  the  Burlington  Merchants’  Association,  where  detailed  information  may  be  obtained.

Points  of  Interest — Newport  is  charmingly  situated  at  the  head  of  Lake  Memphre- 
magog,  and  is  a good  center  for  tours  into  Canada.  There  are  many  hills  within  easy 
traveling  distance,  the  most  prominent  being  Jay  Peak,  15  miles  west.  From  Pine  Hill 
there  is  a fine  view  of  Lake  Memphremagog — meaning  Beautiful  Water.  This  is  a fine 
sheet  of  water  682  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  30  miles  long  and  about  3 miles 
wide.  Its  shores  are  wooded,  with  many  rocky  bluffs,  and  the  waters  abound  in 
fish  of  all  sorts.  A small  steamer  connects  with  Magog  on  the  Canadian  side.  In 
Newport  there  is  a fine  new  Federal  Building,  which  includes  the  Customs  Office,  and 
all  tourists  crossing  the  Frontier  are  required  to  stop  here. 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Newport  Yacht  Club  have  very  kindly  notified  th* 
editor  that  tourists  wishing  to  stop  over  at  Newport  will  be  made  welcome  at  the 
clubhouse,  where  they  may  enjoy  the  spacious  parlors  overlooking  the  lake  and  avail 
themselves  of  the  well-stocked  library,  papers,  etc.,  which  privilege  will  be  appreciated 
after  a long  hot  drive.  The  clubhouse  is  within  a minute’s  walk  of  the  highway.

First  41  miles  fine  State  gravel  and 
macadam,  then  fair-to-good  gravel  and  dirt  roads  to  Lac  Noir;  macadam  to  Robertson 
and  fair-to-good  dirt  to  St.  Joseph;  balance  good  State  road.  This  route  is  over  very 
sparsely  settled  country,  but  is  a thoroughly  practicable  route,  greatly  improved  in  the 
last  year.  No  accommodations  beyond  Sherbrooke,  until  Quebec  is  reached. 

Descriptive  Outline — Crossing  the  International  boundry  line  at  Rock  Island  we 
enter  the  Province  of  Quebec.  Stanstead  has  a Wesleyan  College  (300  students).  At 
Massawippi  we  have  a view  of  Lake  Massawippi  on  our  left,  much  visited  in  summer. 
North  Hatley  is  the  principal  resort  on  the  lake.  Lennoxville  is  the  seat  of  Bishop's 
College  (Church  of  England). 

A pleasant  trip  may  he  had  from  Lennoxville  to  Sherbrooke  down  the  Magog  River. 
Sherbrooke  has  a Roman  Catholic  College  and  numerous  factories.  We  now  follow  the 
general  line  of  the  St.  Francis  River  through  Weedon  past  Weedon  Lake  to  Garthby 
on  Lake  Aylmer,  and  then  continue  in  a northeasterly  direction  past  Lac  Noir  to 
Thetford  Mines,  which  are  the  largest  asbestos  mines  in  the  world.  Bell’s  Mine  has 
an  area  of  several  acres,  and  depth  of  150  feet.  As  we  proceed,  the  population  becomes 
French.  Near  Robertson  Station  we  are  offered  an  option  over  the  hills  through 
Leeds  Village  and  St.  Giles,  following  the  Beaurivage  River  to  the  St.  Lawrence;  but 
the  better  way  to  go  is  as  this  route  runs — along  the  line  of  the  Quebec  Central  Rail- 
way to  St.  Joseph  and  thence  following  the  Chaudifire  River  to  Scott  Junction,  where 
we  bear  north  and  cross  the  Etchemin  River  at  St.  Henri,  there  bearing  northwest  to 
Levis  where  we  cross  the  St.  Lawrence  on  a ferry  ipto  Quebec.  (See  Montreal-Quebec 
Section.) 

Note — Before  entering  Canada  stop  at  Customs  Office  (in  Derby  Line  Hotel)  so  that 
officers  can  get  number,  etc.,  of  car  and  if  return  is  to  be  made  through  some  other 
point  than  this  procure  papers.  Then  stop  at  Rock  Island  just  across  the  line  at 
Canadian  Customs  House,  and  they  will  issue  without  charge  a seven-day  permit. 
It  is  safer,  however,  to  procure  a customs  bond  ($5.00).  This  bond  (see  Canadian  Cus- 
toms Regulations  in  back  of  book)  is  obtainable  from  The  Guarantee  Co.  of  North 
America,  Montreal,  or  any  of  its  agencies.  Also  from  C.  S.  Emery  & Co.,  Customs 
House  Brokers,  57%  Main  St.,  Newport.

We  follow  the  Lamoille  River  a short  distance  to  Morrisville  on  the  shore  of 
Lake  Lamoille.  We  now  follow  one  of  tiie  best  motoring  highways  in  Vermont,  along 
the  foothills  of  the  Green  Mountains.  To  our  right  is  Mt.  Mansfield  (4364  feet),  which 
is  reached  from  Stowe  by  a carriage  road.  The  mountain  has  three  prominent  peaks, 
which  have  been  likened  to  the  features  of  a human  face,  and  have  received  the 
sobriquets  of  “The  Nose,”  “The  Chin”  and  "The  Forehead.”  The  carriage  road  ends 
at  the  base  of  “The  Nose,”  whence  a path  leads  to  the  summit  of  “The  Chin,  the 
view  from  both  being  exceptionally  fine.  To  the  east  from  Stowe  is  a range  of  smaller 
mountains,  and  the  drive  to  Waterbury  is  replete  with  delightful  scenery.  At  Water- 
bury we  turn  along  the  valley  of  the  Winooski  River  to  Montpelier.

Almost  all  fine  gravel  roads — rolling — but  not  very  hilly. 

Descriptive  Outline — This  is  one  of  the  most  picturesque  drives  in  Vermont.  Run- 
ning east  from  Lake  Memphremagog  we  pass  Salem  Hill  on  our  right,  and  at  Derby 
turn  south  along  the  shore  of  Salem  Pond.  An  inviting  little  pond  lies  in  a fork 
beyond  West  Charleston.  Up  an  easy  grade  at  the  brow  of  the  hill  ^e  come  in  full 
view  of  beautiful  Lake  Willoughby,  nestling  between  two  mountains  which  rise 
abruptly  from  its  banks.  Our  drive  follows  the  eastern  shore  closely,  in  many  places 
there  being  barely  room  for  the  roadway  between  the  cliff  and  the  water.  The  view 
looking  back  from  the  end  of  the  lake  is  magnificent,  and  one  is  loath  to  leave  so 
enticing  a spot.  At  West  Burke  we  turn  through  the  valley  of  the  Passumpsic  River 
and  drive  through  Lyndon  into  St.  Johnsbury  (see  St.  Johnsbury  Section).

Note — In  1913  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Maine  passed  a law  creating  a State 
Highway  Commission,  which  went  into  office  on  the  first  of  September  of  that  year. 
The  commission  is  composed  of  three  men,  who  elected  Mr.  Paul  D.  Sargent,  formerly 
Highway  Commissioner  of  Maine  and  later  Deputy  Director  of  Highways  at  Wash- 
ington, as  Chief  Engineer  of  the  commission.  They  also  elected  several  assistant 

engineers.  . , . , 

Among  the  highways  definitely  decided  upon,  the  great  majority  are  located 
through  the  towns  through  which  the  following  Blue  Book  routes  run.  Bonds  to  the 
amount  of  two  million  dollars  were  issued  in  October,  1913,  which  amount,  if  properly 
expended,  ought  to  give  to  the  largest  of  the  New  England  States  a splendid  network 
of  gravel  and  macadam  highways. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a great  deal  of  road  construction  will  necessarily  have  to 
be  postponed  until  the  spring  and  summer  of  1916,  there  are  likely  to  he  certain 
stretches  of  road  closed  to  automobile  traffic  pending  the  completion  of  the  work; 
but  -we  have  been  credibly  assured  that  suitable  detours  will  be  provided  around  the 
closed  portions,  and  we  ask  that  the  automobilist  be  patient,  if,  perchance,  the  carry- 
ing on  of  this  good  work  shall  put  him  to  any  inconvenience.  Altogether,  up  to  the 
first  of  March  a total  length  of  1400  miles  of  roads  have  been  included  in  the  plans 
adopted  by  the  State  Highway  Commission. 

During  the  season  of  1915  one  of  the  Blue  Book  scout  cars  was  sent  into  Maine 
for  the  purpose  of  covering  thoroughly  all  the  new  road  construction  in  that  State,  and 
the  results  are  shown  in  the  new  material  contained  in  this  and  following  sections.

The  Shore  Route.  Via  Brunswick,  Bath  and  Belfast.  With  side-trip  to  Boothbay 
Harbor  in  Note  (a).  Over  fair-to-good  roads  all  the  way,  in  large  part  State  macadam 
and  gravel. 

Descriptive  Outline— Running  north  along  the  bay  we  pass  Falmouth,  one  of  the 
attractive  Maine  coast  towns,  whose  shore  has  long  been  known  as  the  “Foreside.” 
There  is  a fine  sandy  beach,  and  a good  view  from  the  old  wharf.  Passing  through 
Yarmouth  and  Freeport,  we  reach  Brunswick,  which  is  situated  on  the  Androscoggin 
River,  at  the  head  of  tide  water.  Here  is  located  Bowdoin  College,  a famous  New 
England  institution  of  learning.  The  Art  building  is  of  especial  interest,  the  frescoes 
having  been  executed  by  Lafarge,  Cox  and  Vedder.  Mrs.  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe’s 
husband  was  an  instructor  in  Bowdoin  College  when  she  wrote  Uncle  Tom’s  Cabin 
(1851-52).  Among  its  graduates  were  President  Pierce,  Chief  Justice  Fuller,  the  poets 
Longfellow  and  Hawthorne,  and  Rear  Admiral  Perry,  U.  S.  N. 

Bath  is  a great  ship-building  town  on  the  Kennebec,  which  we  cross  by  means  of 
a steam  ferry.  Many  coastwise  steamers  call  at  Bath,  and  excursions  are  made  to  the 
nearby  Merrymeetin'g  Bay,  Popham  Beach,  Boothbay,  Mohegan  Island  and  Pemaquld; 
at  the  latter  place  the  British  brig  Boxer  was  captured  by  the  American  Enterprise 
in  1814.  At  Wiscasset  we  cross  a long  bridge  over  the  Sheepscot  River,  and  the 
scenery  improves  as  we  enter  Damarlscotta.  At  Thomaston,  on  the  St.  George  River, 
is  the  Maine  State  Penitentiary,  and  numerous  quarries.  Rockland,  on  Penobscot 
Bay,  commands  a splendid  view  of  the  nearby  islands.  The  principal  industries  are 
ship-building  and  lime  burning.  Steamers  connect  with  Boston,  Bangor  and  Coast 
points.  As  we  proceed  north  through  Rockport,  the  views  of  the  mountains  and  bay 
are  unexcelled. 

Beyond  Camden  we  pass  Mt.  Magunticook  on  our  left,  and  follow  the  shore  line 
closely  over  a fine  road,  with  an  unexcelled  view.  At  Northport  a choice  is  offered  of 
the  shore  route,  which  is  very  winding  and  picturesque;  or  a wider  road  which  goes 
Inland  to  Belfast,  which  is  located  on  a fine  bay,  crossed  by  a long  bridge.  Governors 
Washburn  and  Crosby  were  natives  of  Belfast.  The  Crosby  homestead  is  still  stand- 
ing. Of  the  old  fortifications  two  batteries  with  earthworks  remain.  One  of  these 
is  on  each  side  of  the  harbor.  Beautiful  drives  abound  in  this  region  and  the  lakes 
teem  with  game  fish  of  nearly  all  kinds.  A magnificent  panoramic  view  is  to  be 
obtained  from  the  Northwest  Campground,  reached  by  Northport  Avenue,  a charming 
shaded  street  whose  beauty  is  enhanced  by  the  trees  on  either  side.  Our  route  now 
runs  along  the  shore  of  the  Bay,  and  the  view  of  the  Penobscot  River  is  pleasing 
throughout.  The  roads  are  especially  fine  from  Wlnterport  into  Bangor.  (See  Bangor 
Section.)

Points  of  Interest — Augusta  was  founded  by  the  Plymouth  Company  as  a Trading 
Post,  and  was  at  first  known  by  the  Indian  name  of  Cushnoc.  In  1754  the  name  was 
changed  to  Ft.  Western.  The  remains  of  the  fort  are  still  standing  on  the  east  side  of 
Bowman  Street,  near  the  City  Hall.  Benedict  Arnold  and  his  Quebec  expedition 
stopped  here  for  nine  days.  Aaron  Burr,  then  a cadet,  and  Capt.  Henry  Dearborn, 
afterwards  Secretary  of  War,  were  members  of  the  expedition.  Later  the  city  became 
a part  of  Hallowell,  and  in  1797  it  became  known  as  Harrington.  On  June  9,  1797,  the 
name  was  changed  to  Augusta.  The  residence  of  the  late  James  G.  Blaine,  who  spent 
most  of  his  life  in  the  city,  stands  on  the  corner  of  Capitol  and  State  Streets,  one  block 
north  of  the  capitol.  Melville  W.  Fuller,  late  Chief  Justice  U.  S.  Supreme  Court,  was 
born  37  Green  Street,  opposite  Gov.  Hill’s  residence.  The  house  in  which  he  lived  later 
6n  is  now  used  as  the  Old  Ladies’  Home.  Gov.  Samuel  Cony,  War  Governor  of  the 
State,  and  Gov.  Joseph  H.  Williams  were  both  residents  of  the  city.  Among  the 
prominent  buildings  are  the  new  State  House,  built  of  granite;  the  Lithgow  Memorial 
Library,  the  City  Hall  and  Cony  High  School.  The  Capitol,  standing  as  it  does  upon 
an  eminence,  commands  a magnificent  view  of  the  Kennebec  River  for  miles.  The  old 
Britt  Cabin  at  the  mouth  of  Kennebec  Brook  is  the  oldest  landmark  in  the  city.  The 
National  Soldiers’  Home  is  five  miles  from  the  city.  Charming  drives  may  be  taken  in 
many  directions,  passing  through  many  pretty  suburbs  and  summer  resorts.  Steam- 
boats run  to  Bath' and  to  the  islands  at  the  mouth  of  the  Kennebec.  There  are  many 
nearby  points  of  interest.  The  new  lighthouse  at  Lake  Cobbosseecontee  is  picturesque.

A beautiful  drive  up  the  east  side  of  the  Kennebec  and  over  the  rolling  highlands  of 
Maine,  via  Waterville  and  Newport. 

From  Augusta  to  Waterville  this  route  is  not  so  good  as  Route  725  up  the  west  side 
of  the  river.  From  Waterville  to  Newport  the  roads  are  generally  good  and  from  New- 
port to  Bangor  is  all  State  road,  excepting  seven  miles  between  Carmel  and  Hermon, 
which,  however,  are  to  be  made  State  road  in  1916. 

Descriptive  Outline — We  follow  the  east  side  of  the  Kennebec  River,  crossing  at 
Waterville.  Here  are  Colby  (Baptist)  College,  and  large  cotton  mills.  At  Winslow, 
across  the  river,  is  the  old  Block  House,,  which  was  a part  of  Fort  Halifax  (1744). 
Recrossing  the  Kennebec  at  Fairfield,  we  now  follow  the  valley  of  the  Sebasticook 
River  to  Pittsfield.  This,  the  county  seat  of  Somerset  County,  was  founded  by  Wm. 
Pitt.  The  old  homestead  of  the  Powers  family  stands  back  from  the  main  highway. 
Here  Llewellyn  Powers,  Governor  and  Congressman,  and  one  of  Maine’s  leading 
lawyers,  was  born.  He  is  buried  in  the.  cemetery  on  the  Skowhegan-Pittsfield  road 
Peltona  Point,  an  old  Indian  battleground,  is  on  the  Sebasticook  River.  The  principal 
industry  of  Pittsfield  is  the  manufacture  of  woolens.  We  now  reach  the  high  lands 
of  northern  Maine  and  follow  a splendid  natural  gravel  road  through  Newport  into 
Bangor  (see  Bangor  Section).

Buswell,  the  founder,  built  his 
log  cabin  near  the  present  site  of  St.  John’s  Church  (R.  C.).  During  the  Revolution 
barracks  were  erected  near  the  present  Mt.  Hope  Cemetery.  The  IniRan  trading  post 
was  also  in  this  locality.  Com.  Saltonstall,  when  pursued  by  the  BriUsh  sanfd  his 
ships  up  the  river  and  sank  them  at  the  mouth  of  the  Kenduskeag.  The  battle  of 
Hampden,  War  of  1812,  was  fought  at  Hampden,  just  below  Bangor.  The  State  Arsenal 

fhe^ivifw’  WaUhe  Startin&  ^ for  mal»'  of  Maine  regiments^  tent  to 
the  Civil  War.  There  are  many  beautiful  walks  and  drives,  especially  along  the 
picturesque  Penobscot.  ’Lover’s  Leap”  is  a steep  cliff  near  the  bridge  and  there  are 
some  picturesque  views  along  the  Sedgeunkedunk.

UNITED  STATES  CUSTOMS  REGULATIONS 

Governing  the  importation  of  foreign-owned,  foreign-built  auto- 
mobiles into  the  United  States. 

Non-resident  owners  of  automobiles  contemplating  touring  in  the  United  States,  and 
importing  their  cars  for  pleasure  purposes  only,  are  subject  to  the  following  regula-  ; 
tlons: 

(a)  If  for  a temporary  stay  not  exceeding  seven  days:  The  non-resident  owner  of  a 
foreign-built  automobile  should  secure  from  the  American  Consul  for  the  district  in 
which  he  resides,  or  at  the  place  of  his  departure,  a certificate  of  identification,  together 
with  a description  of  his  automobile.  The  owner  must  then  report  at  the  first  Custom 
House  after  entering  the  United  States  and  present  such  certificate  to  the  Collector  of 
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. Points  of  Interest  Montreal-Quebec  Section 

Customs,  who  will  admit  the  automobile  without  formal  entry  and  will  issue  a certi- 
ficate to  be  presented  to  the  Collector  at  the  port  of  departure  from  the  United  States. 
J In  such  cases  (seven  days  or  less)  a bond  is  not  required. 

(b)  If  the  stay  be  for  more  than  seven  days  and  less  than  six  months:  In  this  case 
a bond  is  required  for  double  the  value  of  the  estimated  duty.  Sureties  must  be  resi- 
dents and  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  not  less  than  two  will  be  accepted;  or  such 
bond  may  be  signed  by  a bonding  company  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  United 
States.  Otherwise  proceedings  are  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  the  seven-day  permit. 

Foreign  owners  of  American-built  machines  must  in  all  cases  report  to  the  Collector 
of  Customs  at  the  port,  of  entry,  but  consular  certificate  of  identification  or  bond  will 
I not  be  required.  The  usual  customs  certificate  for  presentation  to  the  Collector  at  the 
port  of  exit  will,  however,  be  granted  in  the  same  manner  as  required  in  the  case  of 
foreign-built  automobiles.

MONTREAL  POINTS  OF  INTEREST 

Montreal^the  largest  city  in  British  North  America  (pop.,  1911,  470,480),  is  a town 
possessing  intense  historic  interest.  First  seen  by  Jacques  Cartier  in  1535,  when  it 
was  an  Indian  village  (Hoch-e-la-ga),  it  has  become  a city  of  tremendous  commercial 
importance.  Champlain  visited  the  land  about  1605.  The  present  city  was  founded 
1642.  It  was  the  last  place  held  by  the  French.  In  1775  Continental  troops  under  Mont- 
gomery occupied  it  in  an  attempt  to  induce  its  citizens  to  join  in  the  Revolution. 

Victoria  Square,  the  terminus  of  routes,  is  at  the  foot  of  Beaver  Hill,  old-time  hay- 
market,  now  occupied  by  bronze  statue  of  Queen  Victoria.  Beaver  Hill  Sq.  (just  above) 
was  once  the  site  of  Frobisher’s  Mansion.  Fortification  Lane  enters  Victoria  Sq., 
marking  the  ancient  line  of  fortifications;  0.8  m.  east  is  Viger  Sq.,  named  for  Montreal’s 
first  Mayor.  Opposite  is  the  Place  Viger  Hotel  and  station  of  the  C.  P.  R.  Two  blocks 
south  lies  the  Champs  de  Mars,  site  of  Peter  McGill’s  residence  (1840),  overlooked  by  the 
City  Hall.  In  the  rear  of  Notre  Dame  St.  lies  Jacques  Cartier  Square,  formerly  Place 
des  Jesuits;  east  on  the  corner  lies  the  old  store  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Co.  Just  beyond 
is  the  famed  Chateau  de  Ramezay,  former  residence  of  the  Governors,  now  occupied  by 
the  Antiquarian  Society.  At  end  of  the  square  is  Nelson’s  Column.  Near  St.  Paul  St. 
on  the  Square  is  Chateau  de  Vaudreuil,  site  of  Duluth’s  residence.  A short  distance 
east  on  Notre  Dame  St.  is  Dalhousie  Square,  site  of  the  French  Citadel,  and  the  end  of 
the  historically  interesting  section.  Bonsecours  Market,  near  the  Square,  is  of  especial 
interest. 

Return  westward  to  Victoria  Sq.,  ascend  Beaver  Hill  to  Dominion  Sq.,  beautifully 
situated  and  surrounded  by  many  imposing  buildings.  St.  James  Cathedral  on  the 
east  is  a reduced  copy  of  St.  Peter’s  in  Rome.  On  the  south  is  the  Windsor  Hotel. 
Mount  Royal  Park  is  directly  west  of  Dominion  Sq.;  from  its  heights  may  be  had  a most 
magnificent  view.  (Motor  cars  not  admitted.)  The  top  of  Mount  Royal  (900  feet)  is 
reached  by  an  inclined  railroad.  South  lies  the  beautiful  Mount  Royal  Cemetery,  passed 
by  the  C6te  des  Neiges  road.  McGill  University  is  on  Sherbrooke  St.  in  the  beautiful 
residence  section. 

Place  d’Armes,  with  statue  of  Maisonneuve,  is  in  the  very  heart  of  the  city  on  St. 
James  St.  Facing  the  square  is  the  Cathedral  of  Notre  Dame,  an  imposing  structure, 
whose  tower  contains  the  largest  bell  in  America.  Tower  may  be  ascended.  Adjoin- 
ing Notre  Dame  is  the  Seminary  of  St.  Sulpice — built  1710 — one  of  the  wealthiest  in 
America.  Nearby  is  the  Custom  House. 


Other  points  are  Victoria  Bridge — 25  spans,  2 miles  long — built  in  1860  at  a cost  of 
$7,000,000.  Lachlne  Canal,  begun  in  1812,  debouches  into  Montreal  Harbor.  Site  of 
; La  Salle’s  residence,  St.  Paul  and  St.  Peter  Sts.  Site  of  Cadillac’s  residence,  Notre 
’ Dame  St.  Residence  of  the  late  Lord  Strathcona,  Dorchester  St.  Grey  Nuns  Convent, 
Dorchester  and  Guy  Sts.  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Pine  Ave.,  foot  of  Mount  Royal. 

Montreal  Island  was  discovered  by  Cartier  in  1535,  then  the  Indian  village  of 
Hoch-e-la-ga,  marked  by  tablets  on  Metcalf  St.  in  front  of  McGill  University.  "Vllle 
Marie”  was  founded  by  missionaries  in  1642  after  having  been  visited  by  Champlain  in 
1611  when  he  selected  the  site.  The  city  is  beautifully  located  on  the  magnificent  St. 
i Lawrence,  2 miles  broad,  with  Mount  Royal  rising  in  the  rear.  It  has  a splendid 
( harbor  with  a channel  30  feet  deep,  although  620  miles  from  the  sea.  Near  Montreal 
are  Lachlne  Rapids,  old  Fort  Pontchartrain  (1711)  at  Chambly,  besides  many  quaint 
villages  and  picturesque  drives. 


QUEBEC  POINTS  OF  INTEREST 

Quebec,  capital  of  the  province  of  the  same  name  (pop.,  1911,  78,190),  the  quaintest 
5 and  most  picturesque  city  on  the  American  continent,  is  full  of  historic  associations. 
>l  It  is  still  quite  French  in  spirit,  and  indeed  resembles  more  closely  some  of  the  old 
' cities  of  Languedoc  or  Perigord  than  a Canadian  town.  Among  the  principal  sights 
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are  the  Chateau  Frontenac — the  imposing  hotel  erected  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way on  the  splendid  Dufferin  Terrace,  overlooking  the  majestic  St.  Lawrence,  hundreds 
of  feet  below.  The  hotel  is  built  in  the  style  of  an  old  French  chateau  of  Touraine  or 
AngoulSme,  and  is  a real  ornament  to  the  town.  One  must  credit  the  C.  P.  R.  with  a 
great  deal  of  civic  pride  for  having  given  Quebec  so  fine  a monument.  Almost  facing 
the  Frontenac  is  the  Court  House;  to  the  south  on  CarriSres  St.  is  Governor’s  Garden 
and  the  Wolfe  and  Montcalm  Monument.  On  an  eminence  beyond  is  the  Walled  Citadel. 
Northwest  of  the  Citadel  on  St.  Louis  St.  is  St.  Louis  Gate,  with  the  Parliament 
Buildings  rising  prominently  just  beyond.  Continuing  out  St.  Louis  St.,  the  Plains  of 
Abraham  are  on  the  left.  Up  these  slopes — the  only  feasible  approach  to  the  city — 
Gen.  Wolfe’s  brave  troops  climbed  on  that  famous  evening  when  they  drove  the  French 
out  of  their  trenches,  and,  taking  Quebec,  won  Canada  for  England.  Both  Wolfe  and 
Montcalm,  the  French  commander,  were  killed  in  that  battle,  which  was  one  of  the  few 
real  epoch-making  battles  in  the  history  of  the  world.  Well  worth  seeing  are  Laval 
University,  Hubert  St.;  the  Basilica  and  City  Hall  on  City  Hall  Sq. ; the  H6tel  Dleu  on 
Palace  Hill  St.;  Lake  Beauport,  11  miles  to  the  north;  Indian  Lorette,  7 miles  to  the 
north,  and  Falls  of  Montmorency  and  Ste.  Anne  de  BeauprA  (See  Route  723.)

Note — This  highway  was  completely  rebuilt  in  1915,  but  it  was  not  finished  until  so 
late  that  snow  and  cold  weather  forebade  the  Blue  Book  car  taking  new  draftings.  The 
running-directions  and  mileages  given  below  are  substantially  correct,  however;  and 
by  merely  keeping  to  the  macadam  one  cannot  go  wrong. 

Descriptive  Outline — This  beautiful  trip  leaves  Montreal  via  Notre  Dame  St.,  and 
the  first  15  miles  is  straight  stone  road  thru  an  interesting  portion  of  this  historic  old 
city.  Crossing  a long  bridge  over  the  River  des  Prairies,  used  also  as  a RR.  bridge,  we 
follow  the  Point  du  Jour  River' into  L’Assomption,  a quaint  old  village,  where  French 
is  spoken  exclusively.  Here  we  cross  the  Assomption  River  and  turn  right  to  the  bank 
of  the  St.  Lawrence,  which  is  followed  closely  the  balance  of  the  way.  At  Berthier,  the 
river  expands  into  a large  lake,  which  is  called  Lake  St.  Peter.  At  Louiseville  may  be 
found  fair  hotel  accommodations  and  supplies.  Nearby  are  the  St.  Leon  Springs,  a 
popular  watering  place.  Three  Rivers,  the  largest  place  between  Montreal  and  Quebec, 
was  founded  1634,  and  lies  at  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Maurice  River,  at  the  head  of  tide- 
water in  the  St.  Lawrence.  It  has  numerous  manufacturing  industries,  chief  among 
them,  paper  mills,  and  is  the  outlet  for  a large  lumber  trade.  The  best  stopping 
place  for  tourists  is  at  Sanatorium  du  Blois,  primarily  for  Hydro-Electric  treatment, 
but  good  hotel  service  is  reported.  We  pass  the  Cathedral,  a pretentious  structure.  A 
small  college  is  also  located  here.  Crossing  the  St.  Maurice,  we  continue  along  the 
St.  Lawrence  thru  Champlain,  where  we  may  follow  the  river  or  take  a short  cut  over 
the  hills  to  Ste.  Genevieve,  where  we  cross  the  Batiscan  River,  and  return  along  its 
banks  to  the  St.  Lawrence.  At  Ste.  Anne  de  la  Perade  we  pass  a large  church  and 
cross  the  St.  Anne  River  through  Portneuf.  Crossing  the  Jacques  Cartier  River,  famous 
for  its  salmon,  we  shortly  come  in  view  of  the  great  St.  Lawrence  bridge,  and  enter 
Quebec.  (See  page  preceding  this  route.)

Descriptive  Outline — Crossing  Dorchester  Bridge  over  St.  Charles  River,  built  1789, 
he  road  turns  right  along  the  St.  Lawrence — fine  view  of  Quebec  and  Levis — thru  an 
Llmost  continuous  village.  The  “Farms”  are  long  strips  of  land,  running  back  from 
he  houses,  giving  each  a small  river  front,  after  the  old  Canadian  custom.  Unusual 
ights  are  the  numerous  carts  drawn  by  large  black  dogs,  and  the  open-air  bake-ovens 
dong  the  way.

UNITED  STATES  CUSTOMS  REGULATIONS 


iverning  the  importation  of  foreign-owned,  foreign-built  auto- 
ibiles  into  the  United  States. 

Non-resident  owners  of  automobiles  contemplating  touring  in  the  United  States, 
1 importing  their  cars  for  pleasure  purposes  only,  are  subject  to  the  following 
ulations: 

(a)  If  for  a temporary  stay  not  exceeding  seven  days:  The  non-resident  owner  of  a 
3ign-built  automobile  should  secure  from  the  American  Consul  for  the  district  in 
ich  he  resides,  or  at  the  place  of  his  departure,  a certificate  of  identification,  together 
h a description  of  his  automobile.  The  owner  must  then  report  at  the  first  Custom 
use  after  entering  the  United  States  and  present  such  certificate  to  the  Collector  of 
toms,  who  will  admit  the  automobile  without  formal  entry  and  will  issue  a certificate 
oe  presented  to  the  Collector  at  the  port  of  departure  from  the  United  States.  In 
h cases  (seven  days  or  less)  a bond  is  not  required. 

(b)  If  the  stay  be  for  more  than  seven  days  and  less  than  six  months:  In  this  case 
ond  is  required  for  double  the  value  of  the  estimated  duty.  Sureties  must  be  resi- 
ts and  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  not  less  than  two  will  be  accepted;  or 
h bond  may  be  signed  by  a bonding  company  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  United 
tes.  Otherwise  proceedings  are  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  the  seven-day  permit, 
foreign  owners  of  American-built  machines  must  in  all  cases  report  to  the  Col- 
or of  Customs  at  the  port  of  entry,  but  consular  certificate  of  identification  or 
d will  not  be  required.  The  usual  customs  certificate  for  presentation  to  the 
ector  at  the  port  of  exit  will,  however,  be  granted  in  the  same  manner  as  required 
he  case  of  foreign -built  automobiles.

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MOTOR  LAWS.

Non-residents  are  exempted  from  taking  out  a license  in  New  Brunswick  for  21 
days,  but  the  chauffeur  must  be  registered  ($2.00):  in  Nova  Scotia,  exempt  if  registered 
in  their  home  state. 

Note — The  rule  of  the  road  is  turn  out  to  the  LEFT  and  overtake  on  the  RIGHT — 
just  the  reverse  of  the  rule  in  the  U.  S.  Special  care  must  be  observed  In  passing 
horse-drawn  vehicles. 

Points  of  Interest — The  Maritime  Provinces  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  comprise 
New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island.  The  Island  of  Cape  Breton  is 
politically  a part  of  Nova  Scotia.  Newfoundland,  which  belongs  geographically  to  this 
group,  is  not  a member  of  the  Canadian  Confederation,  but  forms  a separate  entity 
in  the  British  Empire,  with  its  own  Governor-General  and  Colonial  Parliament. 

The  routes  in  this  volume  cover  only  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  Cape  Breton 
— or  so  much  of  the  territory  as  is  accessible  by  road  to  automobiles.  Many  of  the 
roads  are  very  fine  dirt  and  gravel,  with  considerable  macadam  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
larger  towns.  Even  where  the  highways  are  inferior  in  quality  the  grandeur  of  the 
scenery — a splendid  blend  of  water  and  low  hills — easily  compensates  the  tourist  for 
the  poor  going.  r 

New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia  are  a veritable  sportsmen’s  paradise;  the  waters 
of  their  lakes  and  rivers  teem  with  game  fish — notably  trout  and  salmon.  The  sea 
trout  and  salt-water  salmon  abound  in  the  outlets  of  the  streams,  more  especially 
along  the  Nova  Scotian  shore  of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  Moose,  caribou  and  deer 
are  plentiful  in  both  Provinces;  and  the  black  bear  is  also  considered  fair  game. 
All  sorts  of  land  and  water  fowl  may  be  hunted  in  season. 

NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

This  Province,  the  westernmost  of  the  three,  is  about  200  miles  long  by  160  wide. 
Its  area  is  27,985  sq.  m.,  population  about  350,000.  The  chief  rivers  are  the  St.  John 
(which  for  70  miles  divides  the  Province  from  the  State  of  Maine),  the  Miramichi  and 
the  Restigouche.  Lumbering,  agriculture  and  fishing  are  the  chief  industries.  It  pro- 
duces iron,  gypsum,  coal,  copper  and  manganese.  New  Brunswick  was  a part  of  the 
original  grant  to  De  Monts  (1603)  and  became  a British  colony  in  1763. 

St.  John,  the  chief  city  of  New  Brunswick,  was  first  settled  in  1631  by  Charles 
de  la  Tour.  It  saw  much  fighting  between  the  French  and  the  Anglo-Americans.  When 
the  Province  was  ceded  to  England  St.  John  was  made  its  Capital,  a position  which 
it  soon  lost  (1788)  to  Fredericton.  The  population  (1911)  was  42,511.  In  1905  no  less 
than  2,623  vessels,  of  1,558,885  tons,  entered  and  left  its  harbor.  The  chief  industries 
are  lumbering  and  fishing.  Exports,  1905,  exceeded  $13,500,000  in  value.  Benedict  Arnold 
lived  in  St.  John  from  1786  to  1791.  Trinity  Church,  on  the  site  of  an  old  church  (1788) 
destroyed  in  the  disastrous  fire  of  1877,  contains  an  old  wooden  British  coat-of-arms 
brought  from  the  old  State  House  in  Boston,  Mass.,  after  the  evacuation,  1776,  The 
Roman  Catholic  Cathedral,  a large  Gothic  building  with  a lofty  spire,  merits  a visit. 
From  the  summit  of  Mt.  Pleasant  a lovely  view  of  the  old  town  and  its  suburbs  may  be 
had.  Fort  Howe  Hill,  with  the  ruins  of  the  old  fort,  also  commands  a vista  well  worth 
while.  The  Falls  of  the  St.  John  River,  two  miles  to  the  northwest,  should  not  be 
missed.  These  falls  are  “reversible” — that  is,  when  the  tide  is  low  the  river  drops 
about  15  feet,  while  at  high-tide  (the  rise  and  fall  in  the  Bay  of  Fundy  is  enormous) 
the  stream  flows  inland  at  a great  rate  of  speed. 

Fredericton,  the  Capital  of  New  Brunswick,  was  first  settled  in  1692  by  Gov.  Villebon. 
It  became  the  seat  of  the  Colonial  Government  in  1788,  having  been  chosen  by  Gov. 
Guy  Carleton  for  this  honor  partly  because  of  the  vulnerability  of  St.  John  and  partly 
to  encourage  the  settlement  of  the  interior  of  the  Province.  The  Parliament  Building 
is  a handsome  structure  of  stone  with  a portico  of  Corinthian  columns.  The  view  from 
the  dome  is  excellent.  The  grey  Gothic  pile  of  Christ  Church  Cathedral  was  built 
(1849)  by  Bishop  Medley,  who  is  buried  in  the  choir.  The  steeple  is  180  feet  high. 
Fredericton  is  the  seat  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  (1828)  and  of  a cavalry 
school.  Steamers  connect  the  city  with  St.  John  (daily,  except  Sunday). 

NOVA  SCOTIA. 

The  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  including  the  island  of  Cape  Breton,  area  21,428  sq. 
ra.,  population  (1911)  492,338,  is  a peninsula  360  miles  long  by  about  65  miles  wide, 
connected  with  the  mainland  (New  Brunswick)  by  a narrow  neck  of  land  called 
Chlgnecto.  The  Atlantic  coastline  is  very  serrated,  much  like  the  coast  of  Norway,  but 
on  a smaller  scale.  The  Cobequid  Mtns.,  which  run  the  length  of  the  Peninsula,  are 
nowhere  more  than  1200  feet  in  height.  The  North  Coast,  on  the  Bay  of  Fundy  and 
the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  (Northumberland  Strait),  is  more  regular  in  contour,  although 
it  has  several  good  harbors.  The  Strait  of  Canso,  a narrow  arm  of  the  sea,  separates 
Nova  Scotia  from  the  Island  of  Cape  Breton.  Agriculture  (most  especially  in  the 
Annapolis  Valley)  is  extensively  carried  on,  but  fisheries,  cattle -raising,  lumbering  and 
mining  are  thriving  industries.  The  fisheries  employ  over  14,000  boats  and  25,000  men. 
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The  Province  was  first  settled  by  the  French  in  1605,  who  called  it  “Acadie.”  Under 
this  name  were  included  New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island.  The  expulsion 
of  the  French  Acadians  by  the  British  in  1755  has  been  admirably  described  by  Long- 
fellow in  Incomparable  hexameter  in  “Evangeline.”  The  scene  of  this  dastardly  deed 
is  now  known  as  the  “Evangeline  Country,”  lying  along  the  shores  of  the  Minas 
Basin  and  including  the  lovely  Annapolis  and  Cornwallis  Valleys.  (Routes  881  and 
893.)  Nova  Scotia  was  one  of  the  four  original  Provinces  which  composed  the 
Canadian  Confederation  in  1867. 

Halifax,  the  capital  of  Nova  Scotia  and  the  largest  city  (pop.,  1911,  46,619),  is 
situated  on  ,a  little  rocky  peninsula  enclosed  by  a splendid  harbor.  It  is  the  chief 
naval  base  of  the  British  North  American  Squadron.  The  garrison  (now  composed 
solely  of  Canadian  troops)  is  the  most  important  in  the  Dominion.  The  Royal  Dock- 
yard, founded  in  1758,  Is  very  complete.  Halifax  was  first  settled  in  1749  by  Hon. 
Edward  Cornwallis,  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  about  2400  emigrants.  The  City 
assumed  immediate  importance,  and  has  been  increasing  in  commercial  prominence 
ever  since.  The  tonnage  entering  and  clearing  at  this  port  was  (1905)  over  2,850,000 
tons.  The  value  of  the  city’s  exports  and  imports  totaled  nearly  $17,000,000  in  the 
same  year.  The  most  striking  landmark  in  Halifax  is  undoubtedly  the  Citadel,  which 
occupies  a conspicuous  position  slightly  east  of  the  center  of  the  town.  It  is  255  feet 
high  and  commands  a superb  view  of  the  noble  harbor,  with  its  shipping  and  its  forti- 
fied islands,  the  surrounding  country  and  the  ocean  beyond.  The  Parliament  Building 
(1818)  is  a substantial  structure  of  stone,  containing  a valuable  collection  of  books  and 
manuscripts  and  some  good  paintings.  Government  House,  the  residence  of  the 
Lieut. -Governor,  was  built  1800.  St.  Marys  R.  C.  Cathedral  is  the  most  notable  chujph 
in  Halifax.  St.  Pauls,  built  of  wood,  dates  from  1750.  A boat  trip  around  the  Harbor 
should  not  be  missed,  and  the  views  of  the  town  from  the  water  are  well  worth  stop- 
ping over  to  enjoy.  The  fortifications  are  well-nigh  impregnable,  and  are  kept 
manned  and  supplied  as  if  for  war  at  all  times.  Point  Pleasant  Park  (160  acres)  is 
situated  at  the  point  of  the  peninsula  and  should  be  visited.  The  Public  Gardens, 
to  the  S.  W.  of  the  Citadel,  are  beautifully  laid  out.  Northward  lies  the  Common,  at 
the  N.  W.  corner  of  which  Is  the  splendid  Armory  (1899)  of  sandstone,  with  its 
spacious  drill  hall.  Dalhousie  College,  in  the  very  center  of  the  town,  was  founded 
(1821)  by  the  Earl  of  Dalhousie  when  Governor-General  of  Canada.  It  has  about  350 
students. 

Yarmouth,  at  the  extreme  west  end  of  the  Peninsula,  is  a thriving  port  with  6,600 
inhabitants.  It  has  extensive  ship-building  yards,  vali  able  fisneries  and  important 
manufacturing  plants.  It  ranks  fourth  among  the  ship-owning  cities  of  Canada.  As  a 
summer  resort  it  is  extremely  popular.  Bay  View  Park  is  well  worth  a visit.  Yar- 
mouth has  direct  (daily,  except  Sat.)  steamer  connections  with  Boston,  Mass. 

Dlgby  (pop..  1.247)  is  a popular  watering-place  on  Annapolis  Basin.  The  steamer 
to  St.  John,  N.  B.,  enters  the  Bay  of  Fundy  thru  the  narrow  and  rugged  Dlgby  Gut, 
thru  which  the  tide  rushes  with  great  velocity.  The  specialties  of  Dlgby  are  its 
herrings  and  its  cherries — the  latter  being  at  their  best  in  July. 

Annapolis,  or  “Annapolis  Royal”  (pop.,  1,019),  20  m.  east  of  Dlgby,  on  the  Annapolis 
Basin,  is  the  oldest  European  settlement  in  America  north  of  Florida.  The  old  Fort, 
covering  30  acres,  dates  from  the  17th  century.  It  is  now  dismantled.  From  its 
ramparts  a stunning  view  may  be  had  of  the  Basin.  The  Baron  de  Poutrincourt,  who 
visited  the  place  with  Champlain  in  1604,  founded  a town  here  in  the  following  year 
and  named  it  Port  Royal.

$2.00.  If  weather  is  rough,  arrange  with  Mr.  Jones  of  the  Intercolonial  Railway  for 
transport  on  railroad  ferry,  $4.00;  careful  to  take  on  full  supply  of  gasoline.  As  in 
New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia,  the  rule  of  the  road  is  to  pass  approaching  vehicles 
to  the  left  and  overtake  vehicles  to  the  right— just  the  reverse  of  the  rule  of  the  road 
in  the  United  States.  The  Island  of  Cape  Breton,  politically  a part  of  the  Province  of 
Nova  Scotia,  lies  to  the  N.  E.  of  that  Peninsula,  from  which  it  is  separated  by  the 
mile-wide  Strait  of  Canso.  It  is  planned  to  build  a huge  bridge  across  the  Strait,  but 
as  yet  nothing  has  been  done.  The  Island  is  divided  into  a N.  and  a S.  Island  by  the 
Bras  d’Or  Lakes,  an  immense  arm  of  the  sea,  and  by  a canal  across  St.  Peter’* 
Isthmus.  The  chief  industries  of  the  (1911)  83,500  inhabitants  are  coal-mining,  fishing, 
and  the  manufacture  of  steel.  Gypsum  and  copper  are  also  mined  on  the  Island! 
The  climate  of  Cape  Breton  is  very  agreeable  in  summer,  and  many  tourists  are  at- 
tracted by  the  charming  scenery  on  the  coast  and  along  the  shores  of  the  Bras  d’Or 
Lakes. 


Sydney  (17,723  inhab.),  the  only  city  on  the  Island,  is  situated  on  one  of  the  finest 
harbors  in  America.  It  has  grown  enormously  of  recent  years,  largely  owing  to  the 
presence  of  the  great  plant  of  the  Dominion  Iron  & Steel  Co.  Sydney  is  frequently 
visited  by  men-of-war  of  the  French  and  British  North  Atlantic  Squadrons.  In  1905 
3,600  ships  of  nearly  1,500,000  tons  entered  and  cleared  the  harbor.  The  extensive  coal- 
fields have  been  worked  constantly  since  1784.  They  produce  from  4,000,000  to 
6,000,000  tons  annually,  12,000  men  being  employed  in  the  mines.  It  is  said  that  the 
beds  contain  10,000,000,000  tons. 

Loulsbourg,  perhaps  more  than  any  other  city  in  all  of  Canada,  connotes  to  the 
American  mind  memories  sacred  to  the  old  pre-Revolutionary  period.  The  city,  at 
the  extreme  southeasterly  corner  of  Cape  Breton  Island,  came  definitely  into  the 
possession  of  France  after  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht  in  1713.  Considering  Loulsbourg 
invaluable  as  the  key  to  Canada,  the  French  proceeded  to  erect  fortifications  which 
should  make  the  place  impregnable.  All  told,  over  ten  million  dollars — a stupendous 
sum  in  those  days— was  spent  upon  the  defense  works,  and  the  town  increased  accord- 
ingly in  population  and  importance.  In  1745,  England  being  at  war  with  France 
an  expedition  was  fitted  out  in  Massachusetts  to  attack  and  reduce  the  great  Gallic 
stronghold.  William  Pepperell  of  Kittery,  commanded  the  Colonial  Army,  4,300  strong, 
acting  in  co-operation  with  a British  squadron  under  Commodore  Warren.  After  a 
siege  of  but  seven  weeks,  the  New  England  Militiamen  succeeded  in  capturing  the 
Gibraltar  of  the  West;  but  Loulsbourg  was  returned  to  France  four  years  later.  In 
1758,  however,  the  British  again  besieged  the  fortress,  which  surrendered  with  5,600 
prisoners  of  war.  The  defense  works  were  razed,  and  Loulsbourg  has  never  since 
recovered  its  early  prestige.  The  famous  Louisbourg  Cross,  captured  in  the  first  siege, 
may  now  be  seen  in  the  Library  of  Harvard  University  at  Cambridge,  Mass.  The 
ruins  of  the  wonderful  bastions,  moats  and  bomb-proofs  are  still  distinguishable,  but 
their  former  glory  is  faded,  and  the  green  grass  covers  all  with  its  time-effacing 
verdure.  Loulsbourg  may  best  be  reached  by  RR.  from  Sydney  (1%  hrs.),  from 
which  it  is  distant  42  m.  About  15  miles  from  Sydney  is  Glac6  Bay  (pop.  16,652), 
with  extensive  coal-mines,  but  chiefly  famous  as  the  American  terminal  of  the  Trans- 
Atlantic  Marconi  wireless  system.  From  here  was  sent  (1902)  the  first  wireless  mes- 
sage across  the  ocean.

CUSTOMS  REGULATIONS,  DOMINION  OF  CANADA 


Under  a recent  ruling,  the  Canadian  Customs  Department  now  permits  American 
automobilists  to  tour  (lor  pleasure  purposes  only)  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  for  a 
period  of  ten  days  by  simply  applying  to  the  Collector  at  the  frontier  port  for  a 
permit;  it  is,  therefore,  no  longer  necessary  to  obtain  a Customs  bond  if  the  stay 
does  not  exceed  this  period. 

f1  °r  a stay  of  more  than  ten  days  but  not  exceeding  six  (6)  months,  it  is  necessary 
in  order  to  avoid  payment  of  the  duty,  to  secure  a bond  for  double  the  estimated 
duties,  based  on  appraisement  of  the  car  by  the  customs  officer,  said  bond  to  be 
guaranteed  by  two  Canadian  citizens  approved  by  the  Collector  of  Customs.  Also,  a 
deposit  of  twenty-five  dollars,  which  is  returned  upon  the  exportation  of  the  car. 
To  avoid  the  tiresome  formalities  of  bonding,  etc.,  automobilists  may  avail  themselves 
of  the  special  arrangement,  which  a number  of  Customs  Brokers  have  with  the 
Dominion  authorities,  whereby  they  are  able  to  furnish  bonds  and  customs  touring 
permit  for  a fee  of  five  dollars,  no  cash  deposit  being  required.  This  permit  can  oe 
mailed  to  the  home  of  the  intended  tourist,  and  is  good  for  crossing  into  Canada  at  any 
point  on  the  frontier  without  formality  and  also  for  re-entry  into  the  United  states  at 
the  same  or  any  other  port  of  exit. 

The  Guarantee  Co.  of  .North  America,  111  Broadway,  New  York  City,  and  Montreal, 
P.  Q. ; J.  A.  Newport  & Co.,  Niagara  Palls,  Ont.;  Niagara  halls  Auto  Transit  Co., 
Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.,  and  C.  S.  Emery  & Co.,  Newport,  Vt.,  furnish  the  Customs  bond 
and  touring  permit.  J.  A.  Newport  61  Co.,  Niagara  halls,  Ont.,  and  the  Niagara  Fails 
Auto  Transit  Co.,  Niagara  halls.,  N.  Y.,  will  also  procure  or  send  to  the  car  owner  with 
the  permit,  the  Ontario  Provincial  license,  costing  $6  to  $25,  according  to  horsepower. 

Note — The  Immigration  Department  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  has  assured  us  that 
in  spite  of  the  unnatural  war  conditions  obtaining  across  the  border,  it  is  in  no  way 
unduly  interfering  with  bona  fide  American  tourists,  and  that  passports  will  not  be 
required.  It  goes  without  saying,  however,  that  a close  surveillance  is  at  all  times 
exercised  over  strangers.  For  those  who  desire  to  travel  in  absolute  assurance  a pass- 
port (obtained  from  the  Department  of  State,  Washington,  D.  C.)  is  not  an  unwise 
precaution.  This  applies  particularly  to  American  citizens  of  German  birth,  descent, 
name,  or  appearance. 


Governing  the  Importation  of  foreign-owned,  foreign-built  automobiles  Into  the 

United  States. 

Non-resident  owners  of  automobiles  contemplating  touring  in  the  United  States, 
and  importing  their  cars  for  pleasure  purposes  only,  are  subject  to  the  following 
regulations: 

(a)  If  for  a temporary  stay  not  exceeding  seven  days:  The  non-resident  owner  of 
a foreign-built  automobile  should  secure  from  the  American  Consul  for  the  district 
In  which  he  resides,  or  at  the  place  of  his  departure,  a certificate  of  identification, 
together  with  a description  of  his  automobile.  The  owner  must  then  report  at  the 
first  Custom  House  after  entering  the  United  States  and  present  such  certificate  to 
the  Collector  of  Customs,  who  will  admit  the  automobile  without  formal  entry  and 
will  issue  a certificate  to  be  presented  to  the  Collector  at  the  port  of  departure  from 
the  United  States.  In  such  cases  (seven  days  or  less)  a bond  is  not  required. 

(b)  If  the  stay  be  for  more  than  seven  days  and  less  than  six  months:  In  this  case 
a bond  is  required  for  double  the  value  of  the  estimated  duty.  Sureties  must  be 
residents  and  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  not  less  than  two  will  be  accepted; 
or  such  bond  may  be  signed  by  a bonding  company  authorized  to  do  business  in  the 
United  States.  Otherwise  proceedings  are  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  the  seven-day 
permit. 

Foreign  owners  of  American-built  machines  must  in  all  cases  report  to  the  Collector 
of  Customs  at  the  port  of  entry,  but  consular  certificate  of  identification  or  bond  will 
not  be  required.  The  usual  customs  certificate  for  presentation  to  the  Collector  at 
the  port  of  exit  will,  however,  be  granted  in  the  same  manner  as  required  In  case 
of  foreign-built  automobiles.
